:N  the  publication  of  the  following  lists  of  names 
of  citizens  of  Boston  as  contained  in  the 
"  Taking  Books  "  of  the  Assessors  of  the 
Town  for  the  year  1780,  the  Bostonian 
Society  may  well  feel  that  it  is  contributing  new  and 
interesting  material  to  the  local  history  of  our  city  at  an 
important  period,  —  namely,  during  the  progress  of  the 
Revolutionary  War. 

These  lists  practically  form  a  directory  of  the  Town 
for  the  year  1780,  thereby  antedating  the  first  issue 
of  the  Boston  Directory  by  nine  years ;  they  are  also 
interesting  as  containing  so  large  a  number  (over  two 
thousand)  of  names  of  residents,  and  in  eight  of  the 
twelve  Wards,  their  occupations  also.  This  would  in- 
dicate that  although  the  new  nation  was  at  a  critical 
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period  in  its  struggle  with  the  mother  country,  yet,  after 
making  due  allowance  for  the  men  Boston  had  furnished 
for  the  Continental  army,  and  "the  many  drafts  .... 
for  Men  of  War  and  Privateers,"  *  few  if  any  of  whom 
seem  to  be  included  in  these  lists,  the  population  of  the 
Town  was  then  about  ten  thousand ;  and  judging  by  the 
number  of  persons  engaged  in  trade  and  the  mechanic 
arts,  we  may  also  conclude  that  Boston  was  in  a  fairly 
prosperous  condition,  notwithstanding  the  troublous 
times. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  held  March  21,  1780,  a  com- 
mittee reported  "  That  in  consideration  of  the  impover- 
ished State  of  the  Town,  there  should  be  five  Assessors 
and  no  more  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Town  Treasurey ;" 
but  this  was  "  passed  in  the  Negative,"  and  the  citizens 
decided  "to  make  choice  of  Seven."  On  "sorting  the 
votes,"  it  appeared  that  "Deacon  Jonathan  Brown, 
Gyles  Harris,  Esq*".,  M*".  Samuel  Dyer,  Cap*.  John  Pull- 
ing, M^  William  Lowder,  M'.  John  R.  Sigorney,  M"". 
Moses  May  were  chose  Assessors  for  the  Year  ensuing." 

We  have  not  attempted  to  estimate  the  equivalent  of 
the  amount  assessed  in  this  tax  at  present  values.  The 
old  issue  of  the  Continental  currency  had  about  reached 
its  lowest  point.     How  great  that  depreciation  was  is

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shown  by  the  report  of  a  special  committee  at  this 
March  meeting,  who  after  stating  that  the  Town  Treas- 
urer had  not  been  paid  for  his  services  in  1775  and 
1778,  and  "for  the  Last  Six  Months,"  but  who  would 
have  received  £,210  in  1778,  "supposing  Money  had 
been  Good  ....  as  formerly,"  confessed  that  they  were 
"  at  a  loss  ....  but  were  of  Opinion  that  he  ought  to 
receive  for  his  services  for  Six  Months  ending  the  first 
day  of  this  Month  —  the  Sum  of  nineteen  hundred  & 
fifty  Pounds,"*  which  "Passed  in  the  affirmative." 

The  Provincial  Legislature,  in  accordance  with  Con- 
gressional instructions,  ordered  a  new  issue  of  bills 
in  May,  1780,  but  these  did  not  obtain  a  circulation 
until  August  I,  and  in  a  few  months  they  too  had 
depreciated  so  that  two  dollars  in  notes  of  the  new 
emission  were  worth  but  one  "  Spanish  mill'd  Dollar." 


•  We  quote  the  language  of  the  vote  as  it  stands  on  the  record 
(printed  in  the  Record  Commissioners'  Report,  XXVI:  p.  119).  This 
amount  was  worth  less  than  $500  in  specie  on  April  i.  Felt,  in  his 
"Historical  Account  of  Massachusetts  Currency,"  prints  (p.  186)  a  table 
sent  by  the  Massachusetts  authorities  to  the  Continental  Congress, 
showing  the  monthly  depreciation  from  January,  1777,  to  January,  1780, 
as  indicated  by  the  "Current  Prices  Monthly"  of  various  articles.  By 
this  it  appears  that  a  pound  of  beef,  which  sold  at  fourpence  in  Janu- 
ary, 1777,  brought  eight  shillings,  sixpence,  in  January,  1780;  Indian 
com  had  advanced  during  the  same  period  from  four  shillings  a  bushel 
to  eight  pounds,  and  wool  from  three  shillings  a  pound  to  sixty. 
Between  June  9  and  July  17,  the  town  voted  ;^55o,ooo  for  "the  Sole 
purpose  of  carrying  on  the  War,"  and  August  i,  the  appropriation  for 
the  salaries  of  the  Assessors  was  ;^20,7oo.  Many  examples  of  votes 
of  equally  bewildering  amounts  might  be  cited  from  the  contemporary 
records. 
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The  lists  are  not  dated,  but  it  seems  probable  that  they 
are  based  on  the  new  emission.  It  is  a  singular  fact 
that  in  the  autumn  of  1780  hard  money  had  become 
plenty  in  the  town,  but  "  while  it  passed  freely  among 
the  people,  not  a  dollar  of  it  could  be  found  in  the  State 
Treasury,  because  a  thousand  claims  stood  there  un- 
satisfied, and  ready  to  seize  upon  it  as  soon  as  its  sound 
was  heard."* 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  citizens  are  listed  by  Wards 
and  not  by  streets,  but  with  this  arrangement  we  must 
be  content,  and  in  this  connection  reference  is  made  to 
the  map  which  forms  the  frontispiece  of  this  volume. 
It  is  a  reproduction  of  the  map  of  Boston  issued  with 
the  Directory  of  1789,  and  we  may  be  certain  that  the 
town  presents  the  same  lay-out  as  in  1780,  and  that 
there  was  also  no  change  in  the  ward-lines. 

The  arrangement  of  the  columns  in  the  original  man- 
uscript, and  the  spelling  and  abbreviations,  both  of 
names  and  occupations,  have  been  carefully  followed, 
without  regard  to  evident  errors  ;  in  most  cases,  how- 
ever, the  correction  to  be  made  will  readily  suggest 
itself  to  the  reader.  While  an  alphabetical  order  would 
doubtless  have  made  it  easier  to  consult  the  lists,  that 
of  the  "Taking  Books"  has  not  been  altered,  as  it  very 
probably  indicates  proximity  of  residence.

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The  lists  are  suggestive  of  the  great  changes  in  the 
business  of  Boston  during  the  century  and  a  quarter 
since  they  were  compiled.  Taking  the  first  four  Wards, 
for  example,  which  perhaps  well  represent  the  principal 
business  quarter  at  that  time,  though  it  had  already 
begun  to  move  southward,  of  the  527  names  recorded, 
145,  or  more  than  one-fourth,  are  of  those  who  were 
engaged  in  maritime  trades  or  industries,  not  reckoning 
persons  called  "joyners,"  blacksmiths,  sawyers,  carvers, 
etc.,  some  of  whom  were  very  likely  more  or  less 
employed  in  ship-building,  while  only  40  in  the  same 
Wards  are  "  traders  "  or  "  merchants."  In  two  or  three 
cases  the  Assessor,  instead  of  giving  the  occupation, 
after  the  name,  tells  us  that  the  person  was  a  "  French- 
man." 

Here  and  there  occasional  comments  give  an  attrac- 
tive flavor,  if  we  may  be  pardoned  the  expression,  to 
what  might  otherwise  seem  somewhat  monotonous : 
we  learn,  for  instance,  that  one  man  makes  "  Leather 
breeches ;"  another  is  an  "old  joyner;"  still  another, 
an  "old  captain ;"  that  Peter  Duplisses  keeps  horses, 
Timothy  Pike  sells  rum,  and  Jacob  Clough  tobacco, 
while  Capt.  Bennett  keeps  lodgers  and  also  sells  rum  ; 
John  Moulton  "  keeps  a  little  shop,"  Major  Greenough 
is  "  sickly,"  and  Patrick  Connolly  lives  "  near  the  Lib- 
erty Tree." 

Familiar  names  of  families  long  identified  with  the 
history  of  Boston  appear  —  Adams,  Appleton,  Bowdoin, 
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Eliot,  Hancock,  Lowell,  Otis,  Parkman,  Sumner,  Revere, 
and  many  more  —  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
connect  them  with  those  now  living.  Middle  names 
had  not  come  into  vogue  when  these  citizens  were 
christened,  for  in  these  four  Wards  we  find  only  a  scant 
half-dozen.  We  are  tempted  to  mention  some  of  the 
many  Bostonians  of  prominence  at  that  period,  who  are 
listed,  but  must  content  ourselves  with  the  briefest 
reference  to  two  or  three,  notable  in  some  special  direc- 
tion in  their  day,  and  whose  names  are  even  now  often 
on  our  lips :  Robert  Newman,  the  sexton  of  old  Christ 
Church,  was  living  in  Ward  i  ;  "Johnny"  Tileston,  the 
schoolmaster  of  Ward  2,  beloved  and  feared  by  North- 
end  boys,  is  wielding  his  ferrule ;  and  Robert  Lash, 
whose  name  is  borne  to-day  by  a  Masonic  Lodge  in 
Chelsea,  and  Edward  Hart,  the  builder  of  the  Con- 
stitution, both  of  Ward  2,  are  winning  fame  as  ship- 
wrights. We  have  limited  our  comments  to  the  first 
four  Wards,  but  the  others  are  not  less  interesting. 
For  the  rest  we  must  leave  the  reader  to  make  his 
own  selection. 

The  lists  are  published  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Board  of  Assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  especial 
acknowledgment  should  be  given  to  Charles  E.  Folsom, 
Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  who  has  rendered  valuable 
assistance  in  their  publication.

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THE  NARRATIVE  OF  GEN.  GAGE*S  SPIES, 

WITH  BIOGRAPHICAL  AND    OTHER  NOTES 


A  PAPER  READ  BEFORE  THE  BOSTONIAN  SOCIETY,  COUNCIL  CHAMBER, 
OLD  STATE  HOUSE,  DECEMBER  8,  1903,  BY

N  the  afternoon  of  March  6,  1770  —  the 
day  following  the  "Boston  Massacre"  — 
an  immense  Town-meeting  gathered  in  the 
old  Faneuil  Hall ;  it  proved  too  small  to 
hold  the  crowd  of  excited  citizens,  and  they  speedily 
adjourned  to  the  Old  South  Meeting-house.  Governor 
Hutchinson,  looking  out  from  one  of  the  windows  of 
the  Council  Chamber  in  the  Old  State  House,  —  the 
room  where  we  have  met  to-day,  —  watched  the  throng- 
ing multitude  as  it  passed  up  King  street.  Describing 
it,  he  said,  "  Their  spirit  seemed  to  be  as  high  as  was 
that  of  their  ancestors  when  they  imprisoned  Andros, 
while  they  were  four  times  as  numerous."  He  had 
promised  to  remove  the  offending  regiment,  but  when 
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Samuel  Adams  brought  back  to  him  the  stern  reply 
of  the  thousands  who  crowded  the  Meeting-house  and 
filled  the  street  between,  leaving  but  scanty  room  to 
pass,  "  Both  regiments  or  none  !  "  —  the  patriot  tells  us 
he  "saw  the  Governor's  knees  tremble,  and  his  face 
grow  pale,"  and  he  "enjoyed  the  sight." 

On  the  eighteenth  of  November,  1773,  the  British 
Tea-ships  were  nearing  the  harbor,  and  another  Town- 
meeting  had  assembled.  The  committee  who  had  been 
appointed  to  request  the  consignees  to  resign  their  com- 
missions reported  their  refusal ;  whereupon,  says  Fiske, 
"  the  meeting  instantly  dissolved  itself  without  a  word 
of  comment  or  debate,  and  at  the  ominous  silence  the 
consignees  and  the  Governor  were  filled  with  a  vague 
sense  of  alarm,  as  if  some  storm  were  brewing  whereof 
none  could  see  the  result."  *  One  result  made  itself 
manifest  on  the  night  of  the  sixteenth  of  December  fol- 
lowing, when  the  Old  South  and  the  adjacent  streets 
were  thronged  with  more  than  seven  thousand  people, 
and  fifty  "  Mohawks "  raised  the  war-whoop  on  their 
way  to  Griffin's  wharf  to  discover  the  reply  to  John 
Rowe's  question,  "  Who  knows  how  tea  will  mingle 
with  salt  water  }  " 

After  deliberate  acts  like  these  it  needed  no  prophet 
to  discern  the  advancing  shadows  of  coming  events,  and 
both  parties  began  to  prepare  for  the  future.     By  virtue

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of  his  office  Lord  North  was  the  adviser  of  King  George 
III,  but  that  stubborn  monarch,  confident  in  his  army 
and  his  abundant  resources,  was  really  his  own  Prime 
Minister.  In  April,  1774,  Greneral  Gage  displaced 
Hutchinson,  the  king  believing  that  with  four  regiments 
behind  him  and  the  oppressive  Port  Bill,  Boston  would 
submit,  and  as  Lord  Mansfield  said,  "  Victory  would  be 
won  without  carnage."  But  as  the  weeks  went  on. 
Gage's  inability  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  British 
Ministry  became  more  and  more  evident,  and  Hume  did 
not  hesitate  to  call  him  "a  luke-warm  coward." 

The  winter  of  1774-75  found  Gage  and  his  regiments 
virtually  cooped  up  in  the  town  of  Boston.  As  early  as 
the  5th  of  the  preceding  September  he  had  judged  it 
expedient  to  fortify  the  "  Neck,"  thus  closing  the  only 
entrance  by  land.  His  troops  became  impatient  at  their 
confinement,  and  the  General  felt  that  he  must  soon 
adopt  a  more  active  policy  to  satisfy  them  and  to  meet 
the  expectations  of  the  Ministry.  That  the  Province 
was  making  military  preparations,  that  the  "minute- 
men  "  were  actively  drilling  on  every  village  Common, 
and  that  abundant  munitions  of  war  had  been  gathered 
at  Concord,  Worcester  and  other  towns,  he  well  knew 
from  numerous  reports  of  sympathizers  with  the  Crown 
in  Suffolk,  Middlesex  and  Worcester  Counties.  In 
February  the  Provincial  Congress  had  ordered  that 
supplies  sufficient  for  15,000  men  should  be  collected 
and  stored  at  Concord  and  Worcester  —  chiefly  in  the 
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former  town.  On  the  13th  of  February  the  Joint  Com- 
mittees of  Safety  and  Supplies  requested  Col.  Robins 
to  send  15,000  canteens,  four  brass  jfield  pieces  and  two 
mortars  to  Concord,  and  on  the  21st  ten  tons  of  lead, 
and  a  large  supply  of  balls  and  cartridges  were  ordered. 
All  through  that  and  the  early  part  of  the  following 
month,  tents,  provisions,  tools,  medicines,  including 
twenty  hogsheads  of  rum,  as  many  of  molasses,  and 
other  necessaries  for  a  vigorous  campaign,  were  coming 
into  that  town  in  wagon-loads.* 

Concord  was  a  centre  of  strong  patriotic  influence, 
and  the  fact  that  it  was  the  principal  point  for  the 
assemblage  of  supplies  was  by  this  time  no  doubt  as 
well  known  to  the  Royal  Governor  as  to  the  Provincial 
authorities  themselves.  An  armed  resistance  to  the 
King's  troops  was  evidently  a  part  of  their  plans,  and 
to  forestall  these  designs  it  became  necessary  that  the 
British  commander  should  obtain  full  and  accurate  in- 
formation about  the  roads  and  strategic  points  to  the 
westward  of  Boston.  He  therefore  issued  an  order 
addressed  to  two  of  his  officers,  —  Captain  Brown  of  the 
5  2d  Regiment,  and  Ensign  D'Bernieref  of  the  loth 
Regiment,  — under  date  of  February  22,  1775,  direct- 
ing them  to  go  over  the  roads  between  Boston  and 
Worcester,  observing  the  topography  of  the  country, 
noting  what  provisions  and  other  necessaries  the  several

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townships  could  supply,  and  report  the  results  of  their 
investigations.  When  the  British  evacuated  Boston  on 
March  17,  1776,  Gage's  order  and  the  "Narrative"  of 
the  spies,  with  other  documents,  were  left  behind,  and 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Provincials ;  these  were  printed 
a  few  years  later,*  and  with  some  explanatory  notes 
will  form  the  body  of  this  paper. 

Before  proceeding  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  the 
story  of  the  expedition  of  these  spies  has  had  a  peculiar 
charm  for  me,  as  I  am  familiar  with  nearly  every  mile 
they  journeyed,  the  inns  and  houses  at  which  they 
tarried,  and  with  many  of  the  descendants  of  the  men 
they  mention  as  having  met,  —  for  my  ancestors,  both 
paternal  and  maternal,  were  Middlesex  born  and  bred 
for  eight  generations,  and  some  of  them  were  soldiers  in 
the  Revolutionary  army  from  the  beginning  to  the  end 
of  the  war.  Aside  from  the  "  Narrative  "  I  have  freely 
availed  myself  of  Sabine's  "  Loyalists,"  Shattuck,  Hud- 
son, and  other  authorities,  town  records,  and  various 
town  histories. 

The  expedition  of  these  officers  and  its  object  did  not 
escape  the  knowledge  of  the  patriots,  and  when  Captain

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Brown  and  his  companion  were  sent  on  March  20  to 
Concord  on  a  similar  errand,  they  were  regarded  as 
suspicious  characters,  and  a  woman  who  had  directed 
them  to  the  house  of  a  Loyalist  was  threatened  with  a 
coat  of  tar  and  feathers.  Their  visit  was  recognized  as 
proof  that  that  town  would  probably  be  the  first  point 
of  attack,  and  when  a  report  came  a  few  days  later 
(March  29)  that  the  British  were  about  to  occupy  it, 
the  Provincial  Committee  of  Safety  met  at  Cambridge 
and  ordered  the  immediate  removal  of  stores,  and  these 
were  accordingly  scattered  in  various  directions.  Shat- 
tuck  tells  us  that  50  barrels  of  beef,  lOO  of  flour,  20 
casks  of  rice,  15  hogsheads  of  molasses,  10  of  rum,  500 
candles,  15,000  iron  pots,  and  the  15,000  canteens  were 
sent  to  Sudbury ;  the  spades,  picks,  axes,  and  various 
other  articles,  were  divided :  one-third  to  be  sent  to 
Stow,  one-third  to  Sudbury,  and  one-third  to  remain 
in  Concord,  and  1,000  iron  pots  were  to  be  sent  to 
Worcester.  It  was  with  the  intention  of  finding  and 
destroying  these  stores  that  the  "grenadiers  and  light 
infantry  of  the  army  of  Boston  "  were  sent  under  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Smith  on  their  march  of  the  "ever 
memorable  19th  of  April."  Ensign  D'Berniere  ac- 
companied his  regiment  (the  loth)  on  the  expedition, 
and  when  Captain  Parsons  of  that  regiment  was  dis- 
patched to  secure  Concord  Bridge,  D'Berniere  was 
"ordered  to  shew  him  the  road  there,"  and  also  con- 
ducted him  to   a   house  where   the   iron   cannon   and 
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some  of  the  stores  were  hidden,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Narrative. 

The  title-page  of  the  pamphlet  is  somewhat  diffuse, 
but  will  be  interesting  as  it  mentions  each  of  the  several 
documents  printed,  and  I  give  it  in  full :  — 

General  Gage's  Instructions,  of  22d  February,  1775, 

To  Captain  Brown  and  Ensign  D'Bernicre,  (of  the  army 
under  his  command)  whom  he  ordered  to  take  a  sketch 
of  the  roads,  passes,  heights,  &c.  from  Boston  to  Wor- 
cester, and  to  make  other  observations :  With  a  curious 
Narrative  of  Occurrences  during  their  mission,  wrote  by 
the  Ensign.  Together  with  an  Account  of  their  doings, 
in  consequence  of  further  Orders  and  Instructions  from 
General  Gage,  of  the  20th  March  following,  to  proceed 
to  Concord,  to  reconnoitre  and  find  out  the  state  of  the 
provincial  magazines ;  what  number  of  cannon,  &c.  they 
have,  and  in  what  condition. 

Also,  an  Account  of  the  Transactions  of  the  British  troops, 
from  the  time  they  marched  out  of  Boston,  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  1 8th,  til  their  confused  retreat  back,  on  the 
ever  memorable  nineteenth  of  April,  1775  ;  and  a  return 
of  their  killed,  wounded  and  missing  on  that  auspicious 
day,  as  made  to  Gen.  Gage. 

[Left  in  town  by  a  British  oflScer  previous  to  the  evacua- 
tion of  it  by  the  enemy,  and  now  printed  for  the  infor- 
mation and  amusement  of  the  curious.]

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The  first  of  these  documents  printed  in  the  pamphlet 
is  General  Gage's  Order,  which  reads  as  follows :  — 

Boston,  February  22,  1775. 
Gentlemen, 

YOU  will  go  through  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Wor- 
cester, taking  a  sketch  of  the  country  as  you  pass ;  it  is 
not  expected  you  should  make  out  regular  plans  and 
surveys,  but  mark  out  the  roads  and  distances  from 
town  to  town,  as  also  the  situation  and  nature  of  the 
country ;  all  passes  must  be  particularly  laid  down, 
noticing  the  length  and  breadth  of  them,  the  entrance 
in  and  going  out  of  them,  and  whether  to  be  avoided  by 
taking  other  routes. 

The  rivers  also  to  be  sketched  out,  remarking  their 
breadth  and  depth  and  the  nature  of  their  banks  on  both 
sides,  the  fords,  if  any,  and  the  nature  of  their  bottoms, 
many  of  which  particulars  may  be  learned  of  the  country 
people.* 

You  will  remark  the  heights  you  meet  with,  whether 
the  ascents  are  difficult  or  easy ;  as  also  the  woods  and 
mountains,  with  the  height  and  nature  of  the  latter, 
whether  to  be  got  round  or  easily  past  over. 


*  Even  at  that  late  day  General  Gage  had  but  a  faint  idea  of  the 
deep  popular  resentment  because  of  his  rigid  enforcement  of  the  Boston 
Port  Bill,  the  distress  which  followed  that,  and  the  repeated  violations 
by  the  British  Crown  of  the  chartered  rights  of  the  Colonies.  The  spies 
learned  few  "  particulars  ....  of  the  country  people,"  who  suspected 
their  errand  from  the  first. 
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The  nature  of  the  country  to  be  particularly  noticed, 
whether  inclosed  or  open ;  if  the  former,  what  kind  of 
inclosures,  and  whether  the  country  admits  of  making 
roads  for  troops  on  the  right  or  left  of  the  main  road,  or 
on  the  sides. 

You  will  notice  the  situation  of  the  towns  and  vil- 
lages, their  churches  and  church-yards,  whether  they  are 
advantageous  spots  to  take  post  in,  and  capable  of  being 
made  defencible. 

If  any  places  strike  you  as  proper  for  encampments, 
or  appear  strong  by  nature,  you  will  remark  them  par- 
ticularly, and  give  reasons  for  your  opinions. 

It  would  be  useful  if  you  could  inform  yourselves  of 
the  necessaries  their  different  counties  could  supply, 
such  as  provisions,  forage,  straw,  &c.,  the  number  of 
cattle,  horses,  &c.  in  the  several  townships.

The  next  Document  was  the  "Narrative,"  so-called, 
which  seems  to  have  been  D'Berniere's  Journal,  rather 
than  a  formal  Report  to  General  Gage. 
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NARRATIVE,  &c. 

The  latter  end  of  February,  1775,  Capt.  Brown  and 
myself  received  orders  to  go  through  the  counties  of 
Suffolk  and  Worcester,  and  sketch  the  roads  as  we 
went,  for  the  information  of  Gen.  Gage,  as  he  expected 
to  have  occasion  to  march  troops  through  that  country 
the  ensuing  Spring. 

We  sat  out  from  Boston  on  Thursday,  disguised  like 
countrymen,  in  brown  cloaths  and  reddish  handkerchiefs 
round  our  necks ;  at  the  ferry  of  Charlestown,  we  met 
a  sentry  of  the  5 2d  regiment,*  but  Capt.  Brown's  ser- 
vant, whom  we  took  along  with  us,  bid  him  not  take 
any  notice  of  us,  so  that  we  passed  unknown  to  Charles- 
town.  From  that  we  went  to  Cambridge,  a  pretty  town, 
with  a  college  built  of  brick,  the  ground  is  entirely 
level  on  which  the  town  stands.  We  next  went  to 
Watertown,  and  were  not  suspected.  It  is  a  pretty 
large  town  for  America,  but  would  be  looked  upon  as  a 
village  in  England ;  a  little  out  of  this  town  we  went 
into  a  tavern,  a  Mr.  Brewer's,  a  whig,  we  called  for 
dinner,  which  was  brought  in  by  a  black  woman,  at  first 
she  was  very  civil,  but  afterwards  began  to  eye  us  very 
attentively ;  she  then  went  out  and  a  little  after  re- 
turned, when  we  observed  to  her  that  it  was  a  very  fine

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country,  upon  which  she  answered  so  it  is,  and  we  have 
got  brave  fellows  to  defend  it,  and  if  you  go  up  any 
higher  you  will  find  it  so.  — 

[The  landlord  was  Jonathan  Brewer,  a  native  of  Framing- 
ham.  In  1770  he  bought  of  Thomas  Wellington,  Jr.,  a  farm 
on  the  line  between  Waltham  and  Watertown  (the  house 
being  in  Waltham),  where  he  kept  a  tavern.  He  died  in 
1784.  He  was  distinguished  in  the  French  and  Indian  and 
Revolutionary  Wars,  was  in  command  of  a  company  of 
Rangers  in  the  expedition  under  Gen.  Wolfe  against  Quebec 
in  1759,  and  was  Colonel  of  a  regiment  at  Bunker  Hill.  I 
opine  that  his  tavern  was  a  bad  stopping-place  for  British 
spies.] 

This  disconcerted  us  a  good  deal,  and  we  imagined 
she  knew  us  from  our  papers  which  we  took  out  before 
her,  as  the  general  had  told  us  to  pass  for  surveyors ; 
however  we  resolved  not  to  sleep  there  that  night,  as 
we  had  intended,  accordingly  we  paid  our  bill  which 
amounted  to  two  pounds  odd  shillings,  but  it  was  old 
tenor.  After  we  had  left  the  house  we  enquired  of 
John,  our  servant,  what  she  had  said,  he  told  us  that 
she  knew  Capt.  Brown  very  well,  that  she  had  seen  him 
five  years  before  at  Boston,  and  knew  him  to  be  an 
officer,  and  that  she  was  sure  I  was  one  also,  and  told 
John  that  he  was  a  regular  —  he  denied  it ;  but  she  said 
she  knew  our  errant  was  to  take  a  plan  of  the  country ; 
that  she  had  seen  the  river  and  road  through  Charles- 
town  on  the  paper ;  she  also  advised  him  to  tell  us  not 
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to  go  any  higher,  for  if  we  did  we  should  meet  with 
very  bad  usage :  Upon  this  we  called  a  council,  and 
agreed  that  if  we  went  back  we  should  appear  very 
foolish,  as  we  had  a  great  number  of  enemies  in  town, 
because  the  General  had  chose  to  employ  us  in  prefer- 
ence to  them  ;  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  push  on  to 
Worcester,  and  run  all  risk  rather  than  go  back  until  we 
were  forced.  — 

Accordingly  we  continued  our  rout  and  went  about 
six  miles  further ;  we  met  a  country  fellow  driving  a 
team,  and  a  fellow  with  him  whom  we  suspected  to  be 
a  deserter ;  they  both  seemed  very  desirous  to  join  com- 
pany with  us  and  told  us,  upon  our  saying  we  were 
going  towards  Worcester,  that  they  were  going  our 
way :  As  we  began  to  suspect  something  we  stopped 
at  a  tavern  at  the  sign  of  the  golden-ball,  with  an  inten- 
tion to  get  a  drink  and  so  proceed  ;  but  upon  our  going 
in  the  landlord  pleased  us  so  much,  as  he  was  not  in- 
quisitive, that  we  resolved  to  lye  there  that  night ;  so 
we  ordered  some  fire  to  be  made  in  the  room  we  were 
in,  and  a  little  after  to  get  us  some  coffee ;  he  told 
us  we  might  have  what  we  pleased,  either  tea  or  coffee. 
We  immediately  found  out  with  whom  we  were,  and 
were  not  a  little  pleased  to  find,  on  some  conversation, 
that  he  was  a  friend  to  government ;  he  told  us  that  he 
had  been  very  ill-used  by  them*  some  time  before  ;  but 
that  since  he  had  shewed  them  that  he  was  not  to  be 

*  That  is,  by  the  opponents  of  the  Royalists. 
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bullied,  they  had  left  him  pretty  quiet.  —  We  then 
asked  him  for  the  inns  that  were  on  the  road  between 
his  house  and  Worcester,  he  recommended  us  to  two, 
one  at  about  nine  miles  from  his  house,  a  Mr.  Buck- 
minster's  and  another  at  Worcester,  a  namesake  of  his 
own,  a  Mr.  Jones. 

[The  "  Golden  Ball "  was  in  Weston,  and  was  kept  by 
Isaac  Jones,  a  notorious  Tory.  He  was  a  son  of  Col.  Elisha 
Jones  of  Weston,  who  died  in  1775,  ^^d  66  years.  The 
Colonel  was  the  father  of  fourteen  sons  and  one  daughter  ; 
five  of  the  sons  were  Tories.  Mr.  Buckminster's  tavern  was 
in  Framingham,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  east  of  the  present 
Centre  Village  and  on  the  old  turnpike  from  Boston  to  Wor- 
cester.    He  kept  it  from  1735  to  1786.] 

The  second  day  was  very  rainy  and  a  kind  of  frost, 
with  it  however  we  resolved  to  set  off,  and  accordingly 
we  proceeded  to  Mr.  Buckminster's ;  we  met  nothing 
extraordinary  on  the  road ;  we  passed  some  time  in 
sketching  a  pass  that  lay  on  our  road,  and  of  conse- 
quence were  very  dirty  and  wet  on  our  arrival :  On 
our  entering  the  house  we  did  not  much  like  the  ap- 
pearance of  things ;  we  asked  for  dinner  and  they  gave 
us  some  sausages,  we  praised  every  thing  exceedingly, 
which  pleased  the  old  woman  of  the  house  much ;  when 
we  told  them  we  intended  staying  the  night,  they  gave 
us  a  room  to  ourselves,  which  was  what  we  wanted ; 
after  being  there  sometime  we  found  we  were  pretty 
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safe,  as  by  that  time  we  perceived  that  the  coate  de 
pay's*  was  not  a  dangerous  one;  of  consequence  we 
felt  very  happy,  and  Brown,  I,  and  our  man  John,  made 
a  very  hearty  supper ;  for  we  always  treated  him  as  our 
companion,  since  our  adventure  with  the  black  woman. 
We  slept  there  that  night,  and  the  next  morning,  being 
a  very  fine  one,  we  resolved  to  push  on  for  Worcester, 
which  was  about  thirty  miles  from  us ;  we  proceeded 
about  nine  miles  without  any  thing  extraordinary  hap- 
pening, except  meeting  two  men  whom  we  suspected 
to  be  deserters.  We  then  dined  in  the  woods  on  a 
tongue  and  some  cherry  brandy  we  brought  with  us, 
and  changed  our  stockings,  which  refreshed  us  much, 
our  feet  being  very  wet. 

We  then  travelled  through  a  very  fine  country,  missed 
our  way  and  went  to  Southborough ;  we  were  obliged  to 
turn  back  a  mile  to  get  the  right  road.  We  then  passed 
through  Shrewsbury ;  all  a  fine  open  cultivated  country. 
We  came  into  a  pass  about  four  miles  from  Worcester, 
where  we  were  obliged  to  stop  to  sketch.  We  arrived 
at  Worcester  at  five  o'clock  in  the  evening,  very  much 
fatigued ;  the  people  in  the  town  did  not  take  notice  of 
us  as  we  came  in,  so  that  we  got  safe  to  Mr.  Jones's 
tavern. 

[This  was  Isaac  Jones,  a  relative  of  the  landlord  of  the 
Golden  Ball  in  Weston,  mentioned  above.     He  was  an  inn-

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holder  and  trader,  and  his  tavern  was  a  few  rods  south  of 
the  Old  South  Church.  He  died  in  1813,  at  the  age  of  85. 
In  January,  1775,  the  Whig  Convention  of  Worcester  County 
had  denounced  him  in  the  following  terms :  — 

Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  all  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  County,  not  to  have  any  commercial  connections  with 
Isaac  Jones,  but  to  shun  his  house  and  person,  and  to  treat  him 
with  the  contempt  he  deserves :  —  and  should  any  persons  in  this 
County  be  so  lost  to  a  sense  of  their  duty,  after  this  recommenda- 
tion, as  to  have  any  commercial  connections  with  the  said  Tory, 
we  do  advise  the  inhabitants  of  this  County  to  treat  such  persons 
with  the  utmost  neglect] 

On  our  entrance  he  seemed  a  little  sour,  but  it  wore 
off  by  degrees  and  we  found  him  to  be  our  friend, 
which  made  us  very  happy  ;  we  dined  and  supped  with- 
out any  thing  happening  out  of  the  common  run.  The 
next  day  being  Sunday,  we  could  not  think  of  travelling, 
as  it  was  contrary  to  the  custom  of  the  country ;  nor 
dare  we  stir  out  until  the  evening  because  of  meeting, 
and  no  body  is  allowed  to  walk  the  streets  during  divine 
service,  without  being  taken  up  and  examined ;  so  that 
thinking  we  could  not  stand  the  examination  so  well, 
we  thought  it  prudent  to  stay  at  home,  where  we  wrote 
and  corrected  our  sketches.  The  landlord  was  very 
attentive  to  us,  and  on  our  asking  what  he  could  give  us 
for  breakfast,  he  told  us  tea  or  any  thing  else  we  chose 
—  that  was  an  open  confession  what  he  was ;  but  for 
fear  he  might  be  imprudent,  we  did  not  tell  him  who  we 
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were,  tho'  we  were  certain  he  knew  it.  In  the  evening 
we  went  round  the  town  and  on  all  the  hills  that  com- 
mand it,  sketched  every  thing  we  desired,  and  returned 
to  the  town  without  being  seen. 

[When  Boston  was  evacuated  by  the  British,  in  March, 
1776,  plans  were  found  for  building  a  fortress  on  Chandler's 
Hill,  Worcester,  together  with  those  for  an  extensive  encamp- 
ment, which  were  doubtless  drawn  by  Ensign  D'Berniere.] 

That  evening  about  eight  o'clock  the  landlord  came  in 
and  told  us  there  were  two  gentlemen  who  wanted  to 
speak  with  us  ;  we  asked  him  who  they  were  ?  on  which 
he  said  we  wou'd  be  safe  in  their  company ;  we  said  we 
did  not  doubt  that,  as  we  hoped  that  two  gentlemen  who 
travelled  merely  to  see  the  country  and  stretch  our 
limbs,  as  we  had  lately  come  from  sea,  could  not  meet 
with  anything  else  but  civility,  when  we  behaved  our- 
selves properly ;  he  told  us  he  would  come  in  again  in  a 
little  time,  and  perhaps  we  would  change  our  minds,  and 
then  left  us :  —  an  hour  after  he  returned,  and  told  us 
the  gentlemen  were  gone,  but  had  begged  him  to  let 
us  know,  as  they  knew  us  to  be  officers  of  the  army, 
that  all  their  friends  of  government  at  Petersham  were 
disarmed  by  the  rebels,  and  that  they  threatened  to  do 
the  same  at  Worcester  in  a  very  little  time  ;  he  sat  and 
talked  politicks,  and  drank  a  bottle  of  wine  with  us  — 
and  also  told  us  that  none  but  a  few  friends  to  govern- 
ment knew  we  were  in  town  ;  we  said  it  was  very  in- 
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different  to  us  whether  they  did  or  not,  tho'  we  thought 
very  differently ;  however,  as  we  imagined  we  had  staid 
long  enough  in  that  town,  we  resolved  to  set  off  at 
day-break  the  next  morning  and  get  to  Framingham ; 
accordingly  off  we  set,  after  getting  some  roast  beef  and 
brandy  from  our  landlord,  which  was  very  necessary  on 
a  long  march,  and  prevented  us  going  into  houses  where 
perhaps  they  might  be  too  inquisitive ;  we  took  a  road 
we  had  not  come,  and  that  led  us  to  the  pass  four  miles 
from  Worcester;  we  went  on  unobserved  by  any  one 
until  we  passed  Shrewsbury,  where  we  were  overtaken 
by  a  horseman  who  examined  us  very  attentively,  and 
especially  me,  whom  he  looked  at  from  head  to  foot  as 
if  he  wanted  to  know  me  again ;  after  he  had  taken  his 
observations  he  rode  off  pretty  hard  and  took  the  Marl- 
borough road,  but  by  good  luck  we  took  the  Framing- 
ham  road  again  to  be  more  perfect  in  it,  as  we  thought 
it  would  be  the  one  made  use  of. 

[This  man  on  horseback  was  Captain  Timothy  Bigelow,  a 
blacksmith  of  Worcester,  sent  by  the  Committee  of  Corres- 
pondence of  that  town  to  observe  these  strangers,  whose 
martial  bearing,  notwithstanding  their  caution,  betrayed 
them.  Bigelow  communicated  their  probable  visit  to  the 
people  of  Marlborough,  where  they  were  expected  that 
night.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Congress  in 
1774-75,  and  Captain  of  the  Minute-men.  He  was  in  Ar- 
nold's expedition  to  Quebec,  where  he  was  taken  prisoner ; 
he  was  a  commander   of   Continental   troops,  and   served 
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throughout  the  Revolutionary  war.  Hon.  Alfred  S.  Roe, 
writing  of  Col.  Bigelow  in  the  "  New  England  Magazine  " 
for  January,  1901,  says:  —  "On  hearing  of  the  march  of 
the  British  to  Lexington  and  Concord,  on  the  19th  of  April, 
1775,  ^^  marched  with  his  company  of  Minute-men  to  the 
scenes  whence  swept  that  *  next  breeze  from  the  North,' 
foretold  by  Patrick  Henry :  Capt.  Benjamin  Flagg  followed 
with  his  company;  in  all  no  men  left  Worcester  on  that 
day."  On  April  19,  1861,  when  the  Middlesex  soldiers 
were  marching  through  Baltimore,  a  marble  monument  was 
dedicated  in  Worcester  to  the  memory  of  Captain  Bigelow, 
on  which  appears  the  following  inscription :  — "  Col.  Timothy 
Bigelow,  Born  Aug.  12,  1739.  Died  Mar.  31,  1790;  15th 
Regt.  Mass.  Continentals  —  Quebec  —  Monmouth  —  Sara- 
toga—  Verplank's  Point  —  Valley  Forge  —  Yorktown."  It 
stands  on  the  old  Common,  in  the  rear  of  the  new  City 
Hall] 

We  arrived  at  Buckminster's  tavern  about  six  o'clock 
that  evening,  the  company  of  militia  were  exercising 
near  the  house,  and  an  hour  after  they  came  and  per- 
formed their  feats  before  the  windows  of  the  room  we 
were  in ;  we  did  not  feel  very  easy  at  seeing  such  a 
number  so  very  near  us ;  however,  they  did  not  know 
who  we  were,  and  took  little  or  no  notice  of  us,  —  After 
they  had  done  their  exercise,  one  of  their  commanders 
spoke  a  very  eloquent  speech,  recommending  patience, 
coolness  and  bravery,  (which  indeed  they  much  wanted) 
particularly  told  them  they  would  always  conquer  if  they 
did  not  break,  and  recommended   them  to  charge  us 
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cooly,  and  wait  for  our  fire,  and  every  thing  would  suc- 
ceed with  them  —  quotes  Caesar  and  Porapey,  brigadiers 
Putnam  and  Ward,*  and  all  such  great  men  ;  put  them 
in  mind  of  Cape  Breton,  and  all  the  battles  they  had 
gained  for  his  majesty  in  the  last  war,  and  observed  that 
the  regulars  must  have  been  ruined  but  for  them. — 
After  so  learned  and  spirited  an  harangue,  he  dismissed 
the  parade,  and  the  whole  company  came  into  the  house 
and  drank  until  nine  o'clock,  and  then  returned  to  their 
respective  homes  full  of  pot-valour.  We  slept  there 
that  night  and  no-body  in  the  house  suspected  us. 

[This  tavern  was  another  rather  risky  place  for  the  British 
spies.  It  was  kept  for  years  by  Colonel  Joseph  Buckmin- 
ster,  Jr.,  born  1697,  died  1780,  who  had  frequently  been  a 
member  of  the  Colonial  legislature,  Colonel  of  the  Framing- 
ham  militia,  and  held  responsible  positions  in  the  French 
and  Indian  war  and  at  the  opening  of  the  Revolution,  when 
he  was  Lieutenant-colonel  of  Jonathan  Brewer's  regiment, 
and  was  dangerously  wounded  at  Bunker  Hill.  The  militia 
company  mentioned  by  D'Berniere  was  either  that  of  Capt. 
Simon  Edgell,  70  men  (in  which  my  great-grandfather, 
William  Maynard,  was  a  sergeant),  Capt.  Micajah  Gleason, 
60  men,  or  Capt.  Jesse  Eames,  24  men.  They  were  enlisted 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress Oct.  25,  1774,  and  were  organized  Dec.  2,  of  that  year. 
Each  man  was  required  to  provide  himself  with  a  musket, 

*  Gen.  Israel  Putnam  and  Gen.  Artemas  Ward ;  the  latter  was  the 
commander  of  the  Provincial  troops  besieging  Boston  until  the  arrival 
of  Gen.  Washington. 
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bayonet,  cartridge-box,  and  thirty-six  rounds  of  ammunition. 
They  met  for  drill  as  often  as  once  a  week.  They  all  re- 
sponded to  the  Lexington  alarm,  and  reached  Concord 
about  noon,  too  late  for  the  fight  there,  but  soon  enough  for 
the  Merriam's  corner  assault,  and  the  attack  in  the  Lincoln 
woods.  They  joined  in  the  pursuit  until  the  British  reached 
Cambridge.  The  service  of  these  men  was  from  four  to 
twenty -eight  days.  Out  of  a  total  population  of  1500,  Fram- 
ingham  sent  153  of  her  sons  into  the  Lexington  fight,  from 
which  it  would  appear  that  the  criticism  of  D'Berniere  on 
the  "pot-valour"  of  the  men  he  watched  while  drilling  was 
not  justified  by  the  event.] 

Next  morning  we  set  off  for  Weston,  had  a  very 
agreeable  day,  having  fine  weather  and  a  beautiful  coun- 
try to  travel  through ;  we  met  nothing  extraordinary  on 
the  road  ;  no-body  knew  us,  and  we  were  asked  very  few 
questions :  On  our  arrival  at  Mr,  Jones's,  we  met  with  a 
very  welcome  reception,  he  being  our  friend  ;  we  received 
several  hints  from  the  family  not  to  attempt  to  go  any 
more  into  the  country ;  but  as  we  had  succeeded  so  well 
heretofore,  we  were  resolved  to  go  the  Sudbury  road, 
(which  was  the  main  road  that  led  to  Worcester)  and  go 
as  far  as  the  thirty-seven  mile-stone,  where  we  had  left 
the  main  road  and  taken  the  Framingham  road.  We 
slept  at  Jones's  that  night,  and  got  all  our  sketches 
together  and  sent  them  to  Boston  with  our  man,  so 
that  if  they  did  stop  and  search  us,  they  would  not  get 
our  papers. 
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The  next  day  was  very  cloudy  and  threatened  bad 
weather,  towards  twelve  o'clock  it  snowed ;  we  dined 
soon  in  hopes  the  weather  would  clear  up.  —  At  two 
o'clock  it  ceased  snowing  a  little,  and  we  resolved  to  set 
off  for  Marlborough,  which  was  about  sixteen  miles  ofiF ; 
we  found  the  roads  very  bad,  every  step  up  to  our 
ankles ;  we  passed  through  Sudbury,  a  very  large  vil- 
lage, near  a  mile  long,  the  causeway  lies  across  a  great 
swamp,  or  overflowing  of  the  river  Sudbury,  and  com- 
manded by  a  high  ground  on  the  opposite  side  ;  nobody 
took  the  least  notice  of  us  until  we  arrived  within  three 
miles  of  Marlborough,  (it  was  snowing  hard  all  the 
while)  when  a  horseman  overtook  us  and  asked  us  from 
whence  we  came,  we  said  from  Weston,  he  asked  if  we 
lived  there,  we  said  no ;  he  then  asked  where  we  resided, 
and  as  we  found  there  was  no  evading  his  questions,  we 
told  him  we  lived  at  Boston :  he  then  asked  us  where 
we  were  going,  we  told  him  to  Marlborough,  to  see  a 
friend,  (as  we  intended  to  go  to  Mr.  Barnes's,  a  gentle- 
man to  whom  we  were  recommended,  and  a  friend  to 
government ;)  he  then  asked  if  we  were  in  the  army, 
we  said  not,  but  were  a  good  deal  alarmed  at  his  asking 
us  that  question;  he  asked  several  rather  impertinent 
questions,  and  then  rode  on  for  Marlborough,  as  we  sup- 
pose, to  give  them  intelligence  there  of  our  coming,  — 
for  on  our  entering  the  town,  the  people  came  out  of 
their  houses  (tho'  it  snowed  and  blew  very  hard)  to  look 
at  us,  in  particular  a  baker  asked  Capt.  Brown  where 
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are  you   going  master,   he  answered   on   to  see   Mr. 
Barnes.  — 

We  proceeded  to  Mr.  Barnes's,  and  on  our  beginning 
to  make  an  apology  for  taking  the  liberty  to  make  use 
of  his  house  and  discovering  to  him  that  we  were  officers 
in  disguise,  he  told  us  we  need  not  be  at  the  pains  of 
telling  him,  that  he  knew  our  situation,  that  we  were 
very  well  known  (he  was  afraid)  by  the  town's  people. — 
We  begged  he  would  recommend  some  tavern  where  we 
should  be  safe,  he  told  us  we  could  be  safe  no  where  but 
in  his  house ;  that  the  town  was  very  violent,  and  that 
we  had  been  expected  at  Col.  Williams's  the  night 
before,  where  there  had  gone  a  party  of  liberty  people 
to  meet  us,  —  (we  suspected,  and  indeed  had  every 
reason  to  believe,  that  the  horseman  that  met  us  and 
took  such  particular  notice  of  me,  the  morning  we  left 
Worcester,  was  the  man  who  told  them  we  should  be 
at  Marlborough  the  night  before,  but  our  taking  the 
Framingham  road  when  he  had  passed  us,  deceived 
him  ;)  —  Whilst  we  were  talking,  the  people  were  gather- 
ing in  little  groups  in  every  part  of  the  town.  —  Mr. 
Barnes  asked  us  who  had  spoke  to  us  on  our  coming 
into  the  town,  we  told  him  a  baker ;  he  seemed  a  little 
startled  at  that,  told  us  he  was  a  very  mischievous  fel- 
low, and  that  there  was  a  deserter  at  his  house ;  Capt. 
Brown  asked  the  man's  name,  he  said  it  was  Swain,  that 
he  had  been  a  drummer;  Brown  knew  him  too  well, 
as  he  was  a  man  of  his  own  company,  and  had  not  been 
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gone  above  a  month  —  so  we  found  we  were  discovered. 

—  We  asked  Mr.  Barnes  if  they  did  get  us  into  their 
hands,  what  they  would  do  with  us  ;  he  did  not  seem  to 
like  to  answer;  we  asked  him  again,  he  then  said  we 
knew  the  people  very  well,  that  we  might  expect  the 
worst  of  treatment  from  them, — 

Immediately  after  this,  Mr,  Barnes  was  called  out ; 
he  returned  a  little  after  and  told  us  the  doctor  of  the 
town  had  come  to  tell  him  he  was  come  to  sup  with  him 

—  (now  this  fellow  had  not  been  within  Mr,  Barnes's 
doors  for  two  years  before,  and  came  now  for  no  other 
business  than  to  see  and  betray  us)  —  Barnes  told  him 
he  had  company  and  could  not  have  the  pleasure  of 
attending  him  that  night;  upon  this  the  fellow  stared 
about  the  house  and  asked  one  of  Mr,  Barnes's  children 
who  her  father  had  got  with  him,  the  child  innocently 
answered  that  she  had  asked  her  pappa,  but  he  told  her 
it  was  not  her  business ;  he  then  went,  I  suppose  to  tell 
the  rest  of  his  crew.  — 

[This  Doctor  was  Samuel  Curtis.  When  Dr.  Dexter  died, 
in  1769,  his  widow  took  Dr.  Curtis  into  her  family  as  a  phy- 
sician, to  succeed  to  her  late  husband's  practice,  and  they 
were  married  in  1771.  Dr.  Curtis  was  a  man  of  influence 
in  the  town,  holding  the  offices  of  Selectman,  Town-clerk, 
etc. ;  he  was  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence.  He  came  to  Marlborough 
from  Roxbury.] 
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When  we  found  we  were  in  that  situation,  we  re- 
solved to  lie  down  for  two  or  three  hours,  and  set 
off  at  twelve  o'clock  at  night ;  so  we  got  some  sup- 
per on  the  table  and  were  just  beginning  to  eat,  when 
Barnes  (who  had  been  making  enquiry  of  his  servants) 
found  they  intended  to  attack  us,  and  then  he  told 
us  plainly  he  was  very  uneasy  for  us,  that  we  could 
be  no  longer  in  safety  in  that  town ;  upon  which  we 
resolved  to  set  off  immediately,  and  asked  Mr.  Barnes 
if  there  was  no  road  round  the  town,  so  that  we  might 
not  be  seen ;  he  took  us  out  of  his  house  by  the  stables, 
and  directed  us  a  bye  road  which  was  to  lead  us  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  town,  it  snowed  and  blew  as 
much  as  ever  I  see  it  in  my  life ;  however,  we  walked 
pretty  fast,  fearing  we  should  be  pursued ;  at  first  we 
felt  much  fatigued,  having  not  been  more  than  twenty 
minutes  at  Mr.  Barnes's  to  refresh  ourselves,  and  the 
roads  (if  possible)  were  worse  than  when  we  came ;  but 
in  a  little  time  after  it  wore  off,  and  we  got  without 
being  perceived,  as  far  as  the  hills  that  command  the 
causeway  at  Sudbury,  and  went  into  a  little  wood  where 
we  eat  a  bit  of  bread  that  we  took  from  Mr.  Barnes's 
and  eat  a  little  snow  to  wash  it  down. 

[Henry  Barnes,  the  Loyalist,  went  from  Boston  to  Marl- 
borough in  1753.  He  was  in  no  wise  connected  with  the 
several  families  of  the  name  in  the  latter  town,  who  were  all 
staunch  patriots.  As  early  as  1770  he  was  condemned  by 
the  towns-people  as  an  importer  who  brought  goods  into  the 
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country  contrary  to  the  agreement  of  the  patriotic  merchants 
of  Boston  and  its  vicinity.  He  was  a  man  of  some  note,  a 
favorite  of  the  Royal  Governor,  who  in  1766  appointed  him 
one  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of 
Middlesex.  He  is  styled  an  "  Importer  "  in  the  Marlborough 
Resolutions.  He  kept  a  store  there,  and  appears  to  have 
been  a  man  of  wealth  and  enterprise.  In  1753  he  presented 
a  petition  to  Governor  Shirley,  in  which  he  sets  forth  that  he 
has  lately  been  at  considerable  expense  and  trouble  in  erect- 
ing in  Marlborough  a  commodious  house,  works,  and  utensils 
for  the  distilling  and  manufacturing  of  cider  spirits,  and  the 
same  has  answered  his  expectations,  so  that  besides  what 
has  been  consumed  in  the  Province,  he  has  distilled  the 
same  spirit  and  sent  to  Boston  for  exportation  between  two 
and  three  thousand  gallons,  and  the  same  is  esteemed  by 
proper  judges  to  be  as  good  and  wholesome  as  any  spirit 
now  used ;  and  he  prays  that  he  may  be  licensed  to  retail  it 
in  small  quantities.  Whereupon  the  Court  of  Sessions  and 
the  Selectmen  of  the  town  were  empowered  to  grant  him 
such  a  license. 

He  resided  in  the  east  village,  in  the  house  known  as 
the  Cogswell  house,  which  he  built  in  1763.  This  house  is 
still  standing  and  is  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  He 
was  one  of  the  largest  tax-payers,  and  was  the  owner  of 
several  slaves,  one  of  whom,  "  Daphne,"  was  supported  out 
of  his  estate  after  he  had  left  Marlborough  (which  was  not 
very  long  after  the  brief  visit  of  the  spies)  to  espouse  the 
Royal  cause.  He  took  refuge  in  Boston,  under  the  protection 
of  the  King's  troops,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution 
was  a  bitter  Tory.     An  Act  was  passed  in  1778  by  which 
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all  persons  who  had  left  the  State  and  gone  over  to  the 
enemy  were  forbidden  to  return  to  their  former  homes,  and 
it  also  provided  that  should  any  such  return  they  were  to 
be  arrested  and  sent  out  of  the  dominion  of  the  United 
States ;  and  in  case  they  should  again  return  without  the 
leave  of  the  General  Court  after  such  transportation,  they 
should  suffer  the  pains  of  death  without  benefit  of  clergy. 
In  this  Act  Henry  Barnes  is  expressly  mentioned.  His 
property  was  confiscated ;  he  was  in  England  with  his  family 
in  1777,  and  died  in  London  in  1808,  at  the  age  of  84.]  * 

After  that  we  proceeded  about  one  hundred  yards, 
when  a  man  came  out  of  a  house  and  said  those  words 
to  Capt.  Brown,  "  What  do  you  think  will  become  of 
you  now,"  which  startled  us  a  good  deal,  thinking  we 
were  betrayed. — We  resolved  to  push  on  at  all  hazards, 
but  expected  to  be  attacked  on  the  causeway ;  however 
we  met  nobody  there,  so  began  to  think  it  was  resolved 
to  stop  us  in  Sudbury,  which  town  we  entered  when  we 
passed  the  causeway ;  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  in  the 
town  we  met  three  or  four  horsemen,  from  whom  we 
expected  a  few  shot,  when  we  came  nigh  they  opened 
to  the  right  and  left  and  quite  crossed  the  road,  however 
they  let  us  pass  through  them  without  taking  any  notice, 
their  opening  being  only  chance  ;  but  our  apprehensions 
made  us  interpret  every  thing  against  us.  —  At  last  we 
arrived  at  our  friend  Jones's  again,  very  much  fatigued, 

•  See  Sabine's  "  Loyalists,"  and  Hudson's  "  History  of  Marlborough." 
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after  walking  thirty-two  miles  between  two  o'clock  and 
half-after  ten  at  night,  through  a  road  that  every  step 
we  sunk  up  to  the  ankles,  and  it  blowing  and  drifting 
snow  all  the  way.  —  Jones  said  he  was  glad  to  see  us 
back,  as  he  was  sure  we  should  meet  with  ill-usage  in 
that  part  of  the  country,  as  they  had  been  watching  for 
us  sometime ;  but  said  he  found  we  were  so  deaf  to 
his  hints,  that  he  did  not  like  to  say  any  thing  for  fear 
we  should  have  taken  it  ill ;  we  drank  a  bottle  of  mulled 
Madeira  wine,  which  refreshed  us  very  much,  and  went 
to  bed  and  slept  as  sound  as  men  could  do,  that  were 
very  much  fatigued. 

The  next  morning,  after  breakfast,  we  set  off  for 
Boston.  Jones  shewed  us  a  road  that  took  us  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  below  Watertown  bridge,  as  we  did  not  choose 
to  go  through  that  town.  We  arrived  at  Boston  about 
twelve  o'clock,  and  met  General  Gage  and  General  Hal- 
diman,*  with  their  aid-de-camps,  walking  out  on  the 
neck,  they  did  not  know  us  until  we  discovered  our- 
selves ;  we  besides  met  several  officers  of  our  acquaint- 
ance who  did  not  know  us. 

A  few  days  after  our  return,  Mr.  Barnes  came  to 
town  from  Marlborough,  and  told  us,  immediately  on 
our  quitting  the  town,  the  committee  of  correspondence 
came  to  his  house  and  demanded  us ;  he  told  them  we 


*  This  is  the  General  interviewed  by  the  boys  of  the  Public  Latin 
School,  who  complained  that  his  soldiers  had  spoiled  their  coast ;  the 
story  is  often,  but  erroneously,  attributed  to  Gen.  Gage. 
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were  gone ;  they  then  searched  his  house  from  top  to 
bottom,  looked  under  the  beds  and  in  their  cellars,  and 
when  they  found  we  were  gone,  they  told  him  if  they 
had  caught  us  in  his  house,  they  would  have  pulled  it 
about  his  ears.  —  They  then  sent  horsemen  after  us, 
every  road ;  but  as  we  had  the  start  of  them,  and  the 
weather  being  so  very  bad,  they  either  did  not  overtake 
us,  or  missed  us.  Mr.  Barnes  told  them  we  were  not 
officers,  but  relations  of  his  wife's,  from  Penobscot,  and 
were  going  to  Lancaster ;  that,  perhaps,  might  have 
deceived  them. 


This  completes  the  story  of  the  perilous  adventures 
of  the  spies,  but  General  Gage  seems  to  have  felt  it 
necessary  to  know  more  about  the  military  stores  accu- 
mulated at  Concord,  —  their  previous  expedition  having 
taken  them  south  of  that  town,  —  and  two  or  three 
weeks  after  the  return  of  Captain  Brown  and  his  com- 
panion, he  despatched  them  thither  on  a  similar  errand. 
From  the  account  of  their  experiences  there,  and  later 
on  the  nineteenth  of  April,  which  is  the  next  document 
in  the  pamphlet,  it  would  seem  that  they  were  success- 
ful in  locating  some  of  the  hiding-places  of  the  supplies 
which  had  been  sent  there. 
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Account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  aforesaid  officers,  in 
consequence  of  further  orders  and  instructions  from 
General  Gage^  of  the  20th  March  following:  with 
occurrences  during  their  mission. 

The  twentieth  of  March  Captain  Brown  and  myself 
received  orders  to  set  out  for  Concord,  and  examine  the 
road  and  situation  of  the  town ;  and  also  to  get  what 
information  we  could  relative  to  what  quantity  of  artil- 
lery and  provisions.  We  went  through  Roxbury  and 
Brookline,  and  came  to  the  main  road  between  the 
thirteen  and  fourteen  mile-stones,  in  the  township  of 
Weston ;  we  went  through  part  of  the  pass  at  the 
eleven  mile-stone,  took  the  Concord  road,  which  is  seven 
miles  from  the  main  road.  We  arrived  there  without 
any  kind  of  insult  being  offered  to  us  ;  the  road  is  high 
to  the  right  and  low  to  the  left,  woody  in  most  places, 
and  very  close  and  commanded  by  hills  frequently. 
The  town  of  Concord  lies  between  hills  that  command 
it  entirely ;  there  is  a  river  runs  through  it,  with  two 
bridges  over  it ;  in  summer  it  is  pretty  dry ;  the  town 
is  large  and  covers  a  great  tract  of  ground,  but  the 
houses  are  not  close  together  but  generally  in  little 
groups.  We  were  informed  that  they  had  fourteen 
pieces  of  cannon   (ten  iron  and  four  brass)  and  two 
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cohorns  ;*  they  were  mounted  but  in  so  bad  a  manner 
that  they  could  not  elevate  them  more  than  they  were, 
that  is,  they  were  fixed  to  one  elevation ;  their  iron  can- 
non they  kept  in  a  house  in  town,  their  brass  they  had 
concealed  in  some  place  behind  the  town,  in  a  wood. 
They  had  also  a  store  of  flour,  fish,  salt  and  rice ;  and  a 
magazine  of  powder  and  cartridges.  They  fired  their 
morning  gun,  and  mounted  a  guard  of  ten  men  at  night. 
We  dined  at  the  house  of  a  Mr.  Bliss,  a  friend  to  gov- 
ernment ;  they  had  sent  him  word  they  would  not  let 
him  go  out  of  town  alive  that  morning;  however,  we 
told  him  if  he  would  come  with  us  we  would  take  care 
of  him,  as  we  were  three  and  all  well  armed,  —  he  con- 
sented and  told  us  he  could  shew  us  another  road, 
called  the  Lexington  road. 

[From  Sabine's  "  Loyalists  "  we  learn  that  this  was  Daniel 
Bliss,  a  son  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Bliss  of  Concord,  and  he 
was  probably  the  source  of  the  information  gained  by  the 
spies  in  that  town.  He  was  born  in  1740;  graduated  at 
Harvard  in  1760,  and  died  at  Lincoln,  near  Fredericton,  in 


♦  Doubtless  these  four  brass  cannon  and  the  two  cohorns  or  mortars 
were  those  ordered  to  be  sent  to  Concord  by  the  Joint  Committee  of 
Safety  and  Supplies  on  the  thirteenth  of  the  previous  month,  as  men- 
tioned on  p.  66  supra.  From  his  minute  description  of  their  condition, 
and  the  fact  already  mentioned  that  he  was  able  to  conduct  Captain 
Parsons  to  the  house  where  they  were  concealed,  we  might  almost  be 
justified  in  supposing  that  D'Berniere  personally  saw  them.  However 
that  may  be,  the  success  of  the  spies  in  obtaining  these  particulars  and 
getting  safely  away  without  discovery,  shows  that  the  king  had  still 
some  loyal  supporters  even  in  Concord. 
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the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  in  1806.  He  was  one  of 
the  attorneys  and  barristers  who  were  Addressors  of  Gov- 
ernor Hutchinson  in  1774,  and  was  proscribed  under  the 
Act  of  1778.  He  joined  the  British  army  and  was  appointed 
Commissary.  After  the  Revolution  he  settled  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, where  he  became  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  His  widow  died  in 
1807,  at  the  age  of  sixty.  D'Berniere  gives  no  clue  to  the 
identity  of  the  third  member  of  their  party,  but  very  likely  it 
was  the  servant  of  Capt.  Brown,  who  accompanied  them  on 
their  previous  expedition.] 

We  set  out  and  crossed  the  bridge  in  the  town,  and 
of  consequence  left  the  town  on  the  contrary  side  of 
the  river  to  what  we  entered  it.  The  road  continued 
very  open  and  good  for  six  miles,  the  next  five  a  little 
inclosed,  (there  is  one  very  bad  place  in  these  five  miles) 
the  road  good  to  Lexington.  You  then  come  to 
Menotomy,  the  road  still  good ;  a  pond  or  lake  at  Men- 
otomy.  You  then  leave  Cambridge  on  your  right,  and 
fall  into  the  main  road  a  little  below  Cambridge,  and  so 
to  Charlestown;  the  road  is  very  good  almost  all  the 
way. 

In  the  town  of  Concord,  a  woman  directed  us  to  Mr. 
Bliss's  house  ;  a  little  after  she  came  in  crying,  and  told 
us  they  swore  if  she  did  not  leave  the  town,  they  would 
tar  and  feather  her  for  directing  Tories  in  their  road. 
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The  remaining  portion  of  the  original  pamphlet  from 
which  I  have  quoted  is  devoted  to  an  interesting  ac- 
count of  the  destruction  of  the  Provincial  stores  at 
Concord  by  the  British  troops,  after  their  march  thither 
(as  mentioned  above),  and  their  subsequent  retreat  to 
Charlestown,  where  they  arrived  about  seven  o'clock  in 
the  evening,  hotly  pursued  by  the  patriots  to  the  very 
end  of  the  day. 

The  Tories  were  never  in  the  ascendancy  in  Massa- 
chusetts; Boston  and  its  immediate  vicinity  had  the 
large  majority  of  the  "  friends  of  government."  After 
Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill  the  country  towns  had  but 
little  trouble  with  them,  and  when  on  the  ever  memor- 
able seventeenth  of  March,  1776,  the  forces  of  George 
III,  with  nine  hundred  sympathizers,  celebrated  St. 
Patrick's  day  by  evacuating  the  rebellious  town  to  em- 
bark for  Halifax,  the  control  of  Great  Britain  over  Mas- 
sachusetts departed  forever. 


NOTES. 


Some  biographical  notes  on  the  persons  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  "  Narrative,"  in  addition  to  those  already  g^ven,  may 
be  of  interest.  General  Sir  Thomas  Gage,  the  last  of  the  Royal 
Governors  of  the  Province  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  by  whose  order 
the  spies  made  their  reconnaissance,  was  bom  in  1721;  he  was 
the  second  son  of  the  first  Viscount  Gage,  and  one  of  his  own 
sons  inherited  the  title.  While  serving  under  Lord  Amherst, 
shortly  after  Braddock's  defeat,  he  married  Margaret,  daughter  of 
the  Hon.  Peter  Kemble,  President  of  the  Council  of  New  Jersey. 
He  died  in  England  in  April,  1787.*  The  portrait  herewith  is 
from  an  original  given  to  General  W.  H.  Sumner  (who  married 
a  niece  of  General  Gage)  by  Admiral  Sir  William  Hall  Gage,  a 
son  of  the  General,  who  considered  it  an  excellent  likeness  of  his 
father.  This  portrait  was  bequeathed  to  the  Commonwealth  by 
General  Sumner,  and  now  hangs  in  the  State  House.  The  auto- 
graph is  a  photographic  copy  of  an  original  in  the  collections  of 
the  Bostonian  Society. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-four,  General  Gage  was  an  officer  in  the 
"  Guards,"  and  served  as  an  aide  to  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  in 
the  battle  of  Fontenoy,  1 745,  and  again  in  the  same  capacity  at

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Culloden  in  1746.  He  was  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  under  General 
Braddock  in  1755,  and  severely  wounded  in  the  ill-fated  expedi- 
tion of  that  unfortunate  officer,  during  which  he  made  the  ac- 
quaintance of  Washington,  who,  twenty  years  after,  was  to  drive 
him  out  of  Boston.  Later  he  was  ordered  to  Canada,  where  by 
his  capture  of  Montreal  and  the  completion  of  the  conquest,  he 
brought  matters  to  such  a  successful  conclusion  that  he  was  made 
a  Major-General  and  Governor  of  Upper  Canada.  In  1763  the 
King  appointed  him  Commander-in-chief  of  the  British  forces  in 
North  America,  having  his  head-quarters  in  New  York  until  1 772. 
His  services  there  were  so  satisfactory  that  he  was  again  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General,  and  when  the  troubles 
in  Massachusetts  became  more  and  more  threatening,  he  was 
regarded  as  the  best  qualified  to  hold  the  office  of  Governor  of 
that  Province  and  Captain-General,  in  addition  to  his  other  ar- 
duous duties. 

He  had  already  made  a  favorable  impression  on  the  people 
of  Boston.  When,  in  October,  1768,  Colonel  Dalrymple  and 
Governor  Bernard  applied  to  the  town  authorities  for  quarters  for 
the  two  regiments  of  royal  troops  just  landed,  the  officials  sturdily 
denied  the  right  of  the  King  to  require  that  service  without  their 
consent  while  there  was  room  at  Castle  William,  and  refused  the 
request  General  Gage  came  on  from  New  York  to  investigate 
the  matter,  and  when  he  read  the  Act  of  Parliament  on  which 
Samuel  Adams  and  the  citizens  relied,  as  justifying  their  refusal, 
he  promptly  declined  to  enforce  the  demand.  His  tactful  course, 
and  especially  his  order  for  the  return  of  the  two  regiments  to 
Halifax  as  needless,  disarmed,  for  the  time  at  least,  his  oppo- 
nents. 

When  he  arrived  in  Boston  on  May  1 3,  1 774,  to  succeed  Gov- 
ernor Hutchinson,  there  was  not  a  British  soldier  in  the  town, 
though  one  small  regiment  and  two  companies  of  artillery  were 
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in  garrison  at  the  Castle.  His  guard  of  honor,  as  he  passed  up 
King  Street  from  Long  Wharf  to  the  Old  State  House,  where  he 
was  proclaimed  Governor,  was  the  Independent  company  of 
Cadets,  then  under  command  of  John  Hancock  as  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  (the  Governor  being  ex  officio  honorary  Colonel  of  the 
corps).  He  was  then  escorted  to  the  Province  House,  and  as  he 
passed  through  the  lines  on  entering,  he  observed,  says  General 
Sumner,  « that  the  customary  salute  was  not  given.  He  sent  for 
Colonel  Hancock,  and  demanded  an  explanation  of  the  omission. 
The  Colonel's  reply  that  it  was  through  forgetfulness,  and  that 
no  disrespect  was  intended,  did  not  satisfy  the  Governor,  who 
deprived  him  of  his  commission This  broke  up  the  com- 
pany, and  it  remained  disorganized  until  1787,  when  through 
the  influence  of  General  Brooks  ....  the  Legislature  reorgan- 
ized it"  * 

The  story  of  subsequent  events,  and  the  loss  of  the  favorable 
regard  in  which  he  had  been  held,  which  followed  so  rapidly, 
need  not  be  repeated  here;  but  it  should  be  said  that  the  re- 
searches of  modem  historians,  and  the  publication  of  contem- 
porary letters  and  documents  from  the  Dartmouth  and  Sackville 
Collections,  printed  for  the  first  time  in  Colonel  Fisher's  elaborate 
discussion  in  the  "Proceedings  of  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
Association"  (1907),  have  shed  a  more  favorable  light  on  the 
character  and  capacity  of  General  Gage,  and  corroborate  the 
truth  of  Lord  Chatham's  vigorous  defence  of  his  conduct,  when 
on  December  22,  1774,  that  eminent  statesman  introduced  a 
Resolution  in  the  House  of  Lords,  directing  the  withdrawal  of  the 
British  troops  from  Boston.  Evidently  the  execution  of  the  or- 
ders of  his  superior  officers  was  often  as  repugnant  to  Gage  as 
it  was  to  the  Provincials.

98  The  Narrative  of  General  Gage^s  Spies 

Major-General  Sir  Frederick  Haldimand,  who  was  walking 
with  General  Gage  near  the  fortifications  on  the  *'  Neck,"  where 
those  officers  met  the  spies  returning  from  their  first  expedition, 
was  Gage's  second  in  command.  In  1778  he  succeeded  Sir  Guy 
Carleton  as  Governor  and  Commander-in-chief  of  Canada. 

Of  Ensign  Henry  De  Bemiere  (whose  name  is  erroneously 
spelled  D'Bernicre  throughout  the  original  pamphlet,  which  has 
been  carefully  followed  in  spelling,  punctuation,  etc.).  Colonel 
Fisher  tells  us  "he  was  an  exceptionally  capable  topographical 
engineer,  judging  from  his  reports  to  Gage  ....  and  by  his  map 
of  the  Bunker  Hill  battle,  which   is  a  master-piece  of  military 

topography This  map,  discovered  and  published  in  181 8,  is 

by  far  the  best  map  we  have  by  a  participant  in  the  battle."  It 
was  under  his  guidance  that  the  British  landed  at  Lechmere's 
Point  on  the  night  of  April  1 8,  crossed  the  road  to  Charlestown, 
and  proceeded  along  the  western  foot  of  Prospect  Hill  to  the 
main  road  from  Cambridge  to  Lexington,  then  called  "  Charles- 
town  Lane,"  which  was  the  route  that  De  Berniere  had  taken 
when  returning  from  his  reconnaissance  of  March  20. 
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ADAM  SARAH  KNIGHT  has  a  charac- 
ter and  history  all  her  own,  —  unique,  ro- 
mantic, and  in  many  ways  reflecting  the 
best  elements  in  Puritan  womanhood.  She 
was  born  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  April  i8,  1666,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Kemble.  She  was  a  Puritan  among 
Puritans.  Her  father  was  a  merchant,  interested  in 
shipping  and  eminent  among  the  business  men  of  Charles- 
town  and  Boston.  Before  1670  the  family  crossed 
Charles  river  and  became  residents  of  Boston's  North 
End,  where  Thomas  Kemble  died  about  i688,  and  his 
widow,  Elizabeth,  survived  until  1712.  The  homestead 
was  near  North  Square  and  the  meeting-house  of  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Increase   and   Cotton  Mather ;   it  was  pur- 
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chased  of  the  estate  of  Captain  Thomas  Clarke,  whose 
daughter  was  the  wife  of  Elisha  Hutchinson,  Esquire. 
This  building  was  burned  in  1676,  and  all  the  valuables 
of  this  worthy  family  suffered  destruction.  The  house 
was  speedily  rebuilt,  however,  and  continued  as  the 
homestead  until,  in  17 14,  it  became  the  residence  of 
Captain  Peter  Papilion ;  in  1736  it  was  a  part  of  the 
Hutchinson  estate,  and  soon  the  home  of  the  Rev.  Sam- 
uel Mather,  whose  wife  was  of  the  Hutchinson  family. 
It  was  standing  until  about  1833,  when  a  warehouse 
was  built  on  its  site,  now  a  part  of  the  land  of  a  Roman 
Catholic  church  and  parochial  school. 

The  mansions  of  early  Boston's  North  End  were  the 
height  of  elegance,  full  of  bric-a-brac  from  foreign  cities  ; 
their  gardens  were  spacious,  and  the  fruits  and  flowers 
of  every  land  contributed  to  the  luxury  of  their  owners. 
The  community  was  one  of  wealth  and  culture ;  its 
families  were  of  the  superior  quality,  as  judged  by  the 
inherited  estimate ;  but  the  glory  of  those  comfortable 
houses  and  their  beautiful  gardens  has  long  since  passed, 
and  is  only  known  to  those  who  have  an  earnest  longing 
for  the  Boston  of  the  elder  days. 

When  Sarah  Kemble  was  a  young  woman  she  became 
the  second  wife  of  Captain  Richard  Knight.  It  was  a 
May-and-November  wedding.  His  first  wife  was  Re- 
member Grafton,  a  grand-daughter  of  Captain  Isaac 
AUerton,  of  Mayflower  fame.  It  is  thought  Captain 
Knight  deceased  about  1706. 
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Isaiah  Thomas,  the  founder  of  the  Massachusetts,  or 
Worcester  Spy,  secured  the  remnants  of  papers  of  the 
Mather  family  and  deposited  them  in  the  archives  of 
the  American  Antiquarian  Society  at  Worcester.  He 
was  intimately  acquainted  with  the  Rev.  Samuel  Mather 
and  Dr.  Benjamin  Franklin  in  their  later  years,  and 
overheard  these  aged  men  tell  of  their  early  school- 
days when  waiting  upon  Madam  Knight.  She  had 
kept  school  in  the  mansion  at  the  North  End,  and  these 
famous  men  remembered  to  their  latest  days  their  ear- 
liest teacher.  Franklin,  in  his  Autobiography,  does 
not  mention  her  as  one  of  his  instructors,  but  he  was 
of  that  temper  and  character  which  would  welcome  the 
teachings  of  such  a  strong  and  observing  woman.  He 
acknowledges  his  indebtedness  to  the  school-master 
George  Brownell ;  but  may  it  not  also  be  true  that  in 
his  beginning  years  he  was  touched  by  the  spirit  of 
Madam  Knight,  which  had  some  share  in  making  him  a 
boy  and  man  of  observing  habit } 

Thomas  recalls  a  rhyme  found  on  a  pane  of  glass  in 
the  old  mansion,  which  Samuel  Mather  rehearsed,  but 
whether  written  by  the  diamond  ring  of  Madam  Knight 
we  know  not :  — 

Through  many  toils  and  many  frights 
I  have  returned  —  poor  Sarah  Knight's ; 
Over  great  rocks  and  many  stones 
God  has  presar'ved  from  fracter'ed  bones. 
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Mrs.  Crocker,  a  daughter  of  the  Rev,  Samuel  Mather, 
and  a  gifted  writer  of  a  century  ago,  has  this  record  of 
Madam  Knight :  — 

She  was  a  very  great  lady  in  her  day She  obtained 

the  honourable  title  of  Madam  by  being  a  famous  school- 
mistress  She  taught  Dr.  Franklin  to  write,  and  Rev. 

Samuel  Mather,  with  many  others.  She  was  highly  respected 
by  Rev.  Cotton  Mather,  as  a  woman  of  good  wit  and  pleasant 
humour. 

In  a  book  she  published  in  1818,  entitled,  "Observa- 
tions on  the  Rights  of  Women,"  the  same  author  makes 
the  following  reference  to  Madam  Knight :  — 

Among  some  of  the  earliest  instructors  of  writing  may 
be  found  Mrs.  Sarah  Knight,  in  the  year  1706.  She  was 
famous  in  her  day  for  teaching  to  write.  Most  of  the  letters 
on  business  and  notes  of  hand  and  letters  of  friendship  were 
written  by  her.  She  was  a  smart,  witty  and  sensible  woman, 
and  had  considerable  influence  at  that  period. 

From  this  note,  printed  some  years  before  the  pub- 
lication of  the  Diary,  we  may  conclude  that  Madam 
Knight  was  not  only  a  teacher  of  writing  but  of  com- 
position, and  was  employed  as  a  copyist  of  the  politer 
formulae  in  society  usage. 

Robert  Bronsden,  Boston,  was  a  prominent  merchant. 
Madam  Knight  appears  as  a  witness  to  deeds  given  and 
received  by  him;  and  when  he  deceased,  in  1702,  we 
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learn  that  she  not  only  witnessed  his  will,  but  assisted 
in  settling  the  estate,  and  drew  pay  for  her  services. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of 
Mrs.  Bridget  Phillips,  a  grand-daughter  of  the  famous 
Ann  Hutchinson,  of  Antinomian  fame.  In  this  case 
Madam  Knight  perhaps  drafted  the  will,  or  at  any  rate 
copied  it,  and  witnessed  it. 

That  she  was  a  copyist  of  legal  documents  for  a  series 
of  years  we  have  no  doubt.  The  Suffolk  County  Reg- 
istry of  Deeds  shows  that  she  must  have  been  inti- 
mately associated  with  the  office  at  the  Court  House. 
She  appears  as  a  witness  to  a  hundred  or  more  deeds 
of  the  leading  firms  and  families  of  Boston ;  she  was 
evidently  near  at  hand  when  these  were  drawn,  and 
though  it  is  difficult  to  say,  or  judge,  we  have  no 
doubt  that  many  of  the  volumes  of  deeds  from  1695 
onward  to  17 14,  and  especially  about  1706-08,  are  in 
her  handwriting.  This  would  indicate  that  she  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  officials  —  notably  of  Captain  John 
Prout,  Register  of  the  Court  for  this  time.  Not  only 
does  she  appear  as  a  witness  among  the  deeds,  but  in 
the  Probate  Office  of  Suffolk  County  there  is  evidence 
of  her  skill  as  a  scrivener,  and  of  her  business  quali- 
ties. 

In  1707,  according  to  the  Record  Commissioners' 
Report,*  Miscellaneous  Papers,  the  following  are  given

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as  the  occupants  of  the  mansion  of  Madam  Knight  in 
Boston :  — 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Kemble; 

Sarah  Knight  and  Shop  ; 

Mary  Trowbridge ;  Indian  Boy ; 

Nathaniel  Corey ; 

Ep'  More,  at  sea ; 

R**  Richardson. 

These  are  the  mother  (Mrs.  Kemble)  of  Madam 
Knight ;  her  friend,  Mary,  widow  of  Caleb  Trowbridge, 
and  Nathaniel  Corey,  who  married  a  niece  of  Richard 
Knight's  first  wife.  The  relationship  of  More  and 
Richardson,  if  any,  we  have  not  learned. 

To  Madam  Knight  was  born  a  daughter,  Elizabeth, 
May  8,  1689.  This  daughter  was  truly  a  child  of  favor. 
She  possessed  all  the  good  things  of  this  world,  and  in 
her  young  womanhood  contracted  marriage  with  Colonel 
John  Livingston,  a  Connecticut  merchant  and  mariner, 
having  large  trade  between  England  and  New  England, 
and  whose  first  wife  had  been  Mary  Winthrop,  daughter 
of  Governor  Fitz-John  Winthrop.  The  wedding  was 
solemnized  October  i,  17 13,  by  her  minister,  the  aged 
and  venerable  Dr.  Increase  Mather.  The  home  of 
Colonel  Livingston  was  in  New  London,  and  thither 
the  young  bride  journeyed,  to  be  joined  in  a  few  months 
by  her  mother. 

The  marriage  of  Elizabeth  Knight  with  Colonel  Liv- 
ingston changed  the  plans  of  her  mother  ;  she  sold  the 
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Boston  homestead  to  Captain  Peter  Papilion,  and  re- 
moved to  New  London,  where  she  resided  until  her 
decease,  September  25,  1726.  There  she  at  once 
entered  upon  a  business  career.  Her  home  was  near 
the  Norwich  line,  and  doubtless  she  had  almost  as  much 
to  do  with  Norwich  as  with  New  London.  In  the  latter 
town  she  is  styled  a  "  shop-keeper,"  which  means  that 
she  sold  wares  —  probably  from  England,  and  for  the 
service  of  women.  She  soon  began  the  purchase  of 
estates,  and  if  full  details  were  admissible,  they  would 
show  she  was  a  woman  of  foresight  and  business  keen- 
ness. Her  son-in-law.  Colonel  Livingston,  had  seen 
service  in  the  "  Queen  Anne  War,"  in  which  he  gained 
his  title.  We  suspect  that  he  met  business  reverses, 
and  it  may  be  that  Madam  Knight  came  to  his  financial 
rescue.  He  died  in  London  in  1720,  without  children 
by  either  wife.  His  widow  deceased  in  New  London, 
March  17,  1735/36,  aged  forty-eight  years.  To  all  the 
Kemble  and  Knight  estates  there  were  no  immediate 
heirs,  Madam  Knight  being  the  sole  heir  of  the  Kemble 
estate,  and  the  property  was  divided  among  the  distant 
kinsmen  residing  in  Boston  and  vicinity. 

The  administratrix  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Livingston 
was  her  mother's  cousin,  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Captain 
Christopher  Christophers  of  New  London.  Those  who 
signed  the  receipt  as  heirs  were  Sarah  Bass,  the  widow 
of  Philip  Bass ;  widow  Mary  Bassett ;  Wm.  Weyer  and 
Elinor,  his  wife,  of  Charlestown  ;  Elizabeth,  widow  of 
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Samuel  Burr,  the  old-time  school-master  of  Concord 
and  Charlestown  ;  Robert  Luist  of  Charlestown ;  James 
Fluker  and  wife,  Elizabeth ;  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Cheever  and  wife,  Abigail.  A  study  of  these  shows 
their  kinship  through  the  Nicholas  Trerice  family  of 
Boston,  whose  daughters  became  the  wives  of  Thomas 
Fenner  and  Thomas  Kemble. 

Unique  as  is  the  Diary  of  Madam  Knight,  which 
describes  her  journey,  and  interesting  as  it  is  —  yet 
as  printed  it  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  whole.  Hon. 
Theodore  Dwight,  who  had  the  document  with  him 
in  1824,  and  published  the  first  edition  in  1846, 
wrote  to  the  Hon.  Charles  Deane  of  Boston  that  only 
one-tenth  of  the  manuscript  —  that  portion  written  in 
long-hand  —  was  published.  Nine-tenths  of  it  was  in 
short-hand  —  a  stenography  of  the  day,  which  a  cen- 
tury ago  could  scarcely  be  read,  but  which  if  extant 
to-day,  could  be  translated.  Doubtless  the  nine-tenths 
went  more  into  the  details  of  the  journey,  and  perhaps 
was  a  freer  comment  upon  the  people,  and  the  localities 
through  which  she  journeyed.  The  tradition  is  that  the 
original  manuscript  was  used  by  a  maid  in  the  employ 
of  Mr.  Dwight  for  the  purpose  of  kindling  the  morning 
fire.  Its  loss  —  and  it  was  a  contemporary  of  the  Diary 
of  Judge  Sewall  —  is  indeed  irreparable.  It  is  by  jour- 
nals like  these  that  we  learn  of  the  common  life  of  the 
people. 
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Full  well  do  we  know  that  such  personal  notes,  writ- 
ten in  and  for  privacy,  are  not  always  the  most  relia- 
ble. They  exaggerate  the  weaknesses  and  notions  of 
the  writers.  They  often  display  the  prejudices  and  the 
small  thinking  of  mighty  minds.  No  man  would  ever 
suspect,  from  the  self-told  revelations  of  Judge  Sewall, 
that  he  was  the  foremost  man  in  the  Colony ;  or  that 
the  diaries  of  Cotton  Mather  could  have  been  used  to 
the  detriment  of  his  great  name  and  character. 

The  publication  of  the  Diary  aroused  a  great  deal  of 
discussion.  Many  people  thought  it  a  composition  of 
Mr.  Samuel  L.  Knapp,  a  brilliant  and  gifted  writer  of 
the  day.  From  this  time  onward  it  was  often  com- 
mented upon.  About  1848  Mr.  Wilkins  Updike  gave 
an  address  at  Stonington,  Conn.,  upon  the  Diary,  dwell- 
ing especially  upon  the  localities  and  persons  men- 
tioned and  noted  in  that  State.  About  the  same  time 
it  was  printed  in  a  magazine,  as  though  it  had  never 
before  been  published.  This  aroused  fresh  interest,  and 
in  1856  it  appeared  in  the  "Edinburgh  Review;"  again, 
in  1858,  it  was  printed  in  "  Littell's  Living  Age,"  with 
many  notes  by  Mr.  William  R.  Dean  of  Boston,  which 
were  most  valuable.  In  1866  Mr.  Joel  Munsell,  an 
Albany  publisher,  printed  an  excellent  edition,  with 
notes  based  upon  those  of  Mr.  Dean,  but  with  some 
additions  by  a  learned  Connecticut  antiquary.  It  was 
presented  in  fine  form,  but  even  this,  the  best  of  the 
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various  editions,  shows  haste  and  incompleteness  of 
study. 

In  1 90 1  another  edition  was  published  in  Norwich, 
Conn,,  which,  though  finely  printed,  suffered  from  a 
failure  to  use  notes  and  material  already  known.  Mr. 
Dean  did  not  lose  his  interest  in  the  publication,  but 
gave  much  attention  to  gathering  data  from  various 
archives  of  New  England,  which  would  add  light  to 
the  affairs  of  the  author  and  the  people,  incidents  and 
localities  of  the  famous  journey.  These  ample  notes 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  late  Mr.  Arthur  M. 
Knapp,  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  and  in  the  name 
of  Mr.  Dean's  daughter,  Miss  Abbie  W.  Dean,  he  caused 
them  to  be  placed  in  the  archives  of  the  New  England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society. 

But  since  the  passing  away  of  Mr.  Dean,  new  sources 
of  information  have  been  opened,  which  throw  much 
light  upon  the  subject.  Notably  we  may  mention  the 
Index  of  Suffolk  County  Deeds,  not  only  an  ample 
Index  of  Grantors  and  Grantees,  but  of  "Other  Per- 
sons," which  brings  people  to  light,  transactions  to  view, 
and  metes,  bounds  and  abuttors,  that  add  much  infor- 
mation to  every  page  of  the  realty  interests  of  Boston. 
The  Index  at  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  County  Courts 
is  also  of  large  value ;  this  is  one  of  the  inspirations  of 
the  late  John  Noble  and  his  faithful  assistant,  the  late 
Mr.  William  P.  Upham.  The  archives  at  Norwich  and 
New  London,  also,  are  to-day  accessible,  but  were  denied 
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the  eye  of  Mr,  Dean,  to  whose  zeal  and  devotion  [we 
can  only  pay  grateful  tribute.  With  these  new  sources 
a  wider  view  of  the  times  of  Madam  Knight  is  opened 
to  us. 

It  is  not  for  us  to  proceed  further  in  our  research 
concerning  her,  but  some  future  student  will  have  an 
ample  field  for  study.  None  more  fruitful  can  be  cul- 
tivated. It  touches  the  social  and  economic  life  of  two 
centuries  ago,  and  whoever  can  add  to  what  has  already 
been  accomplished,  by  way  of  new  research  and  new 
studies,  will  make  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  lore  of 
New  England  life.* 

Sarah  Knight  was  a  woman  of  remarkable  faculties 
for  observation ;  she  was  familiar  with  the  best  things 
of  Boston.  She  knew  nothing  of  the  lesser  comforts  of 
the  more  humble  sort  of  people.  Her  Diary  proves 
this.  The  discomforts  of  the  road  and  the  entertain- 
ment of  the  average  tavern,  and  the  mingling  with  the 


•  In  1855  the  Hon.  Edward  Everett  contributed  a  series  of  articles 
to  the  files  of  the  New  York  Ledger,  entitled  "The  Mount  Vernon 
Papers,"  and  in  No.  20  of  the  series  he  treats  of  "  Travelling  in  For- 
mer Days,"  and  draws  quite  extensively  from  Madam  Knight's  Diary. 
These  papers  of  Mr.  Everett  are  rich  in  observation  and  elegant  in 
description.  They  evidently  were  composed  when  his  mind  was  in  its 
lighter  vein.  They  are  full  of  real  worth.  Many  more  words  in  com- 
ment and  annotation  could  be  added  on  this  Diary.  The  last  word 
has  not  yet  been  written.  New  material  is  frequently  coming  to  light 
and  studied  afresh,  and  the  time  will  come  when  these  scattered  data, 
brought  together,  will  serve  as  the  foundation  of  a  worthy  reproduction 
of  the  known  portion  of  the  Diary,  supplemented  by  notes  commen- 
surate vrith  its  interest. 
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toiling  crowd  were  not  at  all  to  her  taste.  In  her  private 
writings,  if  not  in  her  conversation,  she  was  often  quer- 
ulous and  fault-finding,  and  was  not  always  at  ease. 
Her  Diary  discloses  her  brilliancy  and  her  intellectual 
gifts ;  but  it  also  portrays  a  temper  not  always  serene 
and  placid.  It  was  irksome  for  her  to  live  among  people 
outside  the  range  of  her  own  social  station.  On  the 
road  she  travelled,  she  often  met  with  those  with  whom 
she  or  her  near  friends  were  intimate,  and  whether  she 
came  in  upon  them  by  day  or  night,  she  was  always 
welcome. 

The  journey  which  her  Diary  records,  took  place  in 
the  autumn  and  winter  of  1704.  Her  route  was  from 
Boston  to  Providence,  Stonington,  New  London,  Say- 
brook,  Killingsworth  and  New  Haven,  and  thence  to 
New  York  City.  She  travelled  on  horseback,  over  the 
'•  Old  Colony  Path  "  to  Providence,  and  thence  by  the 
"Pequot  Path"  to  Westerly  and  Stonington.  These 
"  paths  "  usually  followed  the  trails  of  the  Indians,  and 
in  turn,  in  a  large  sense,  became  the  foundation  of  the 
turnpikes  of  later  years. 

In  1702,  Judge  Sewall  in  his  Diary  speaks  of  lodging 
at  the  Billings  Tavern,  "in  the  Cart-way,"  which  shows 
that  carts  were  coming  into  use,  and  that  the  widening 
of  the  paths  for  their  accommodation  had  begun.  They 
are  often  called  "bridle  paths"  because  their  use  was 
for  walking  and  horse-back  riding.  The  single  or  "Indian 
file  "  method  was  prevalent.     With  the  advancing  years. 
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the  paths  were  widened,  and  carts  were  used  for  local 
purposes,  and  it  was  not  long  before  wagons  and  chaises 
appeared.  The  stage-coach  then  became  the  method  of 
travel,  which  remained  until  steam  made  the  railroad 
possible.  The  journey  of  two  centuries  ago,  which 
took  several  days,  is  now  performed  in  less  than  a  day. 
The  narrow  paths,  without  bridges  over  streams,  neces- 
sitated travel  by  day  and  rest  by  night.  There  were 
dangers  by  the  way  and  in  the  way.  All  of  these  made 
the  taverns  a  great  necessity  for  every  community  along 
the  usual  routes.  Our  steam  cars,  electrics  and  automo- 
biles have  indeed  set  aside  the  methods  of  the  fathers. 

Nothing  has  been  found  to  prove  that  the  object  of 
the  journey  was  the  conveyance  of  the  money  or  per- 
sonal effects  of  Caleb  Trowbridge  to  his  father  and 
brothers,  but  all  available  data  seem  to  confirm  this 
interpretation.  She  also  had  other  legal  duties  to  at- 
tend to,  in  the  interests  of  the  Trowbridge  estate  and 
that  of  her  brother,  Henry  Kemble,  who  had  deceased 
in  New  York  City  a  few  years  before. 

Caleb  Trowbridge,  a  son  of  Thomas  Trowbridge, 
who  was  a  cousin  of  Madam  Knight,  was  born  in 
New  Haven  in  1670.  He  came  to  Boston  on  a  visit 
to  a  kinsman,  and  there  became  acquainted  with  Mary 
Lillie,  a  young  widow,  the  daughter  of  Henry  Emmes, 
the  Messenger  of  the  General  Court,  She  resided  in 
the  house  of  Madam  Knight,  and  married  Caleb  July 
19,   1704;  but  less  than  two  months   of   married   life 
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was  given  him,  and  he  deceased  in  Boston,  September 
10,  1704.  He  had  no  real  estate  in  Boston  or  vicinity, 
and  apparently  no  occupation ;  but  he  was  a  person  of 
means,  and  without  doubt  in  poor  health.  Three  weeks 
after  his  death  Madam  Knight  began  her  journey  to 
New  Haven,  the  home  of  the  Trowbridge  family. 

The  kinship  of  Madam  Knight  with  the  Prouts  and 
Trowbridges  was  through  the  family  of  Henry  Ruther- 
ford, who  had  several  daughters.  The  Prout  family 
of  Boston  was  prominent  —  often  holding  positions  in 
Colonial  and  County  affairs,  which  suggests  a  reason 
why  Madam  Knight  was  in  easy  access  to  the  offices  of 
State.  Her  cousin,  John  Prout,  of  New  Haven,  was  a 
graduate  of  Yale  College,  and  for  a  series  of  years 
Treasurer  of  the  Corporation.  Sarah  Prout,  who  mar- 
ried Christopher  Christophers,  in  New  Haven,  in  171 1, 
was  also  a  cousin,  who  administered  upon  the  estate, 
and  through  whom  came  down  to  us  the  few  relics  of 
this  notable  family.  Many  of  the  letters  and  family 
papers  were  in  existence  a  century  ago,  but  a  cruel  fate 
awaited  them,  and  they  are  no  more. 

The  route  of  Madam  Knight  from  Boston  to  New 
York  must  ever  be  full  of  interest.  That  ancient  trail, 
cart-path,  turnpike  or  State  road  between  those  towns 
on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  will  ever  be  fraught  with  his- 
torical suggestions.  If  we  were  to  follow  her  journey 
in  our  later  day,  amid  the  luxuries  of  modern  conven- 
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iences,  we  are  confident  that  our  minds  would  turn 
backward  to  the  more  primitive  modes.  The  distance 
by  the  trail  from  Boston  to  New  York  is  271  miles,  to 
New  London  119,  and  from  New  London  to  New  York 
152  miles. 

She  left  Boston  on  Monday,  October  2,  1704,  at  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  starting  at  this  time  in  order  to 
meet  at  Dedham  the  post-boy  from  the  west,  and  jour- 
ney with  him  towards  Providence ;  but  in  this  she  was 
disappointed,  so  after  a  visit  to  the  home  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Belcher,  the  minister  at  Dedham,  she  set  forth  for 
Billings's  Tavern,  twelve  miles  further,  in  the  southern 
portion  of  the  town  of  Sharon.  This  hostlery  was 
famous.  It  was  the  stopping-place  of  Judge  Sewall,  as 
noted  in  his  Diary,  and  of  Governor  Winthrop  of  Con- 
necticut. It  had  been  a  tavern  many  years,  and 
continued  as  such  until  comparatively  recent  times. 

Her  Diary  records  conversations  she  overheard,  giving 
the  vernacular,  and  as  near  as  possible  the  pronuncia- 
tion of  the  people.  We  suspect  that  her  descriptions 
are  somewhat  exaggerated ;  she  was  accustomed  to  more 
cultivated  forms  of  speech  and  manners,  and  those  of 
the  yeoman  folk  were  quaint  and  new  to  her.  She 
was  getting  in  touch  with  a  side  of  life  which  she  had 
not  known  before. 

The  next  day*  she  pushed  forward  to  where  Posts 
met  for  the  exchange  of  letters ;  thence  to  Pawtucket,

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where  there  was  a  semblance  of  a  bridge,  and  where 
she  passed  out  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Province. 
She  proceeded  through  Providence,  Pawtuxet  and  Green- 
wich, and  got  to  Haven's  tavern,  in  North  Kingston, 
to  remain  over  night.  Here  was  a  clean  and  com- 
fortable house.  The  hostess  was  ready  to  welcome  her 
with  chocolet,  and  her  bed,  though  hard,  was  "  neat  and 
handsome."  But  her  chamber  adjoined  a  room  full  of 
town  topers,  who,  she  writes,  discussed  with  earnest- 
ness the  meaning  of  the  word  "Narraganset."  The 
record  of  the  Diary  for  this  day  is  a  contribution  to  the 
nomenclature  of  New  England.  Amid  the  restless 
hours  of  the  night,  she  wrote  :  — 

I  ask  thy  Aid,  O,  Potent  Rum, 

To  Charm  these  wrangling  Topers  Dum ; 

Thou  hast  their  giddy  Brains  beset  — 

The  man  confounded  with  the  Beast, 

And  I,  poor  I,  can  get  no  rest 

Intoxicate  them  with  thy  Fumes ; 

O  !  still  their  Tongues  till  Morning  comes. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  at  four  o'clock,  with  the 
Post  and  a  French  doctor  she  left  Kingston.  These 
companions  were  too  much  for  her  as  travellers,  and 
she  fell  behind  them ;  but  after  twenty-two  miles  they 
came  to  Davol's  tavern,  sometime  called  Cross  Mill,  and 
often  Devils ;  and  Madam  Knight  thought  the  family 
rightly  named.  The  Paukataug  River  presented  obsta- 
cles, but  on  she  went  and  was  glad  to  reach  Captain 
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Joseph  Saxton's,  in  the  town  of  Stonington,  three  miles 
east  of  Mystic. 

On  Thursday  evening  she  arrived  at  New  London, 
and  immediately  repaired  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Gurdon 
Saltonstall,  the  minister  of  the  place,  where  a  welcome 
awaited  her.  The  ease  and  confidence  with  which  she 
went  to  this  home  shows  at  once  the  free  and  generous 
hospitality  of  people  among  the  higher  quality  of  the 
town's-folk.  This  was  the  expected  thing ;  the  door 
was  ever  open,  and  the  welcome  cordial  to  people  of 
gentle  breeding.  Among  those  of  lesser  quality,  it  is 
said,  "the  latch-string  was  ever  outward  hung."  But 
to  be  "given  to  hospitality,"  whatever  the  social  station, 
was  a  characteristic  of  the  elder  days.  The  house-wife's 
nature  ever  prompted  her  to  provide  extra  bread  and 
meats,  as  well  as  the  spare  chamber. 

Mr.  Saltonstall  and  Madam  Knight  were  acquainted 
with  each  other,  —  he  being  of  Boston  and  Watertown, 
and  his  good  wife  a  woman  having  many  eminent  con- 
nections in  Hartford  and  Boston.  On  the  decease  of 
Governor  Winthrop  in  1707,  Mr.  Saltonstall  became 
Governor  of  Connecticut.  Little  did  Madam  Knight 
realize,  on  her  visit  to  New  London,  on  that  October 
night  in  1704,  that  in  ten  years  she  herself  would  be  a 
resident  of  this  new  seaport,  a  neighbor  of  Governor 
Saltonstall,  and  a  merchant  showing  a  business  sagacity 
scarcely  equalled  by  any  of  the  merchant  mariners  of 
that  goodly  town. 
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Colonel  Livingston  became  the  husband  of  her 
daughter,  and  their  residence  in  New  London  was  a 
seat  of  elegance.  Reverses  came  to  him,  but  somehow 
the  business  ability  and  security  which  Madam  Knight 
was  able  to  render  saved  a  remnant  of  his  estate. 

In  the  ancient  and  beautiful  cemetery  of  the  town 
Mrs.  Livingston  and  Madam  Knight  are  buried,  and 
grave-stones  still  mark  their  resting-place.  No  finer 
view  of  New  London  harbor  can  be  gained  than  from 
this  old  burial-place.  The  ancient  meeting-house  was 
near,  and  this  was  indeed  the  centre  of  the  life  of  the 
town.  To-day  the  attractive  park  with  its  ample  land- 
scape gives  a  freshness  and  glow  to  the  feelings  of 
humanity.  The  historic  associations  stimulate,  and 
the  joy  of  the  view  invigorates  the  visitor,  making  the 
old  things  new.  New  London  is  indeed  a  treasure- 
town,  lovely  in  its  scenery,  rich  in  memories  of  the 
past,  and  abounding  in  all  that  makes  enduring  the 
finer  living  of  the  nation. 

But  we  have  tarried  too  long  in  New  London.  The 
morning  hours  of  Friday,  October  6th,  found  Madam 
Knight  ready  for  her  journey.  Mr.  Saltonstall  obtained 
Joshua  Wheeler  to  go  with  her  to  New  Haven.  The 
close  of  the  day  brought  them  to  Killingsworth,  with 
new  experiences,  some  of  which  were  evidently  disturb- 
ing to  the  lady's  disposition ;  and  the  next  day,  Satur- 
day, she  and  her  guide  rode  into  New  Haven,  a  distance 
of  twenty-two  miles.     Nothing  is  said  as  to  her  place  of 
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entertainment,  but  it  is  known  that  she  was  the  guest 
of  her  kinsfolk,  the  Trowbridge  family  —  among  the 
leaders  of  the  town  in  culture,  wealth  and  position. 
In  the  weeks  she  was  there  she  had  ample  opportunity 
to  chronicle  her  opinions  concerning  the  society,  laws 
and  living  of  the  New  Haven  Colony,  and  many  of  her 
paragraphs  are  rich  and  graphic  in  description. 

Tuesday,  December  6th,  she  set  forth  for  New  York* 
with  her  kinsman,  Thomas  Trowbridge.  Her  business 
there  was  to  settle  the  estate  of  her  brother  and  probably 
that  of  Captain  Trowbridge,  as  already  mentioned.  Her 
route  led  her  through  Stamford  and  Norwalk,  and  she 
remained  over  the  night  in  a  Huguenot  family  in  Rye, 
where  French  cooking  was  her  undoing,  and  "  her  poor 
carcas  "  was  never  more  tired.  The  next  morning  the 
company  was  off  early,  got  their  breakfast  at  New 
Rochelle,  and  about  an  hour  before  sunset  reached  New 
York.  She  went  at  once  to  the  house  of  a  Mr.  Bur- 
roughs, who  had  been  recommended  by  her  kinsman. 
Captain  Joshua  Prout,  who  was  at  that  time  Register  of 
Deeds  and  the  Probate  Court  in  Boston. 

Her  stay  in  New  York  was  of  two  weeks'  duration. f 
Her  comments  upon  the  town,  its  buildings,  its  churches, 
its  social  life,  are  altogether  too  brief  for  our  desires ; 
but  such  as  they  are,  they  show  her  to  have  been  a  keen 
and  lively  observer  of  the  life  about  her.     Her  return

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to  New  Haven  had  enlivening  incidents,  quaint  and 
queer  to  her,  and  in  the  light  of  to-day  they  testify  to 
the  economic  and  social  condition  of  the  every-day  sort 
of  people. 

In  February,  1704/5,  she  set  forth  on  her  return  to 
Boston.*  Her  kinsman  escorted  her  across  the  frozen 
harbor,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  following  day  she  was 
once  more  at  the  homestead  of  Mr.  Saltonstall,  in  New 
London,  where  she  tarried  to  pay  homage  to  the  family 
of  Governor  Winthrop  and  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Living- 
ston. But  she  was  eager  to  get  back  to  Boston.  The 
first  night  she  spent  at  Stonington,  and  the  next  at 
Haven's,  both  of  which  she  describes  in  her  outward 
journey.  Her  guide,  Samuel  Rogers  of  New  London, 
rendered  her  good  service  in  crossing  the  rivers,  but 
rejoiced  was  she  to  get  once  more  on  the  soil  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

At  Billings's  she  met  Captain  John  Richards  of  Boston, 
and  was  glad  of  his  company.  She  must  have  ridden 
her  horse  severely  this  day,  for  as  she  was  entering  into 
Dedham  he  fell  dead  in  the  path  ;  and  instead  of  reach- 
ing Boston  that  evening,  as  she  hoped,  she  was  obliged 
to  remain  over  night  at  the  Draper  Inn  in  Dedham. 
The  next  day,  March  3rd,  she  came  to  Boston,  and  as 
her  Diary  says :  "  I  found  my  aged  and  tender  Mother 
and  my  dear  and  only  Child  in  good  health  with  open

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arms  ready  to  receive  me ;  and  my  kind  relations  and 
friends  flocking  in  to  welcome  me  and  hear  the  story  of 
my  transactions  and  travels,  I  having  this  day  been  five 
months  from  home,  and  now  I  cannot  fully  express  my 
joy  and  satisfaction.  But  desire  sincerely  to  adore  my 
great  Benefactor  for  thus  graciously  carrying  forth  and 
returning  in  safety  his  unworthy  handmaid." 

Our  closing  word  is  an  exhortation  to  students  care- 
fully to  observe  the  historic  spirit  in  discussing  the 
doings  of  the  former  days.  To  put  ourselves  back,  in 
thought,  several  generations,  is  no  easy  task,  for  in  the 
passing  years  every  phase  of  life  has  repeatedly  been 
changed.  Many  strong  men  have  come  forward  and 
set  a  fresh  pace  in  the  world's  affairs.  Men  come  and 
men  go ;  questions  rise,  are  fought  over,  and  then  are 
left  behind  and  forgotten.  Great  stakes  are  played  for 
by  nations,  maps  are  changed,  and  so  the  world  goes  on. 
Happy  is  he  who  can  calmly  recall  and  live  over  again 
the  ancient  days,  and  learn  therefrom  their  greatest 
lessons. 

The  glory  of  historical  organizations  lies  in  the  fact 
that  they  are  the  storehouses  of  men's  labors.  Here, 
within  easy  access,  the  busy  man  of  to-day  can  readily 
collate  other  data  and  other  opinions  formed  in  days 
when  a  different  point  of  view  influenced  the  actors, 
and  from  these  present  new  facts  and  more  impartial 
judgments  of  his  own.     In  Boston  we  began  none  too 
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soon.  Our  archives  are  none  too  large.  More  ample 
resources  are  the  demand  of  students.  Former  times 
are  to  be  studied  in  the  future  as  never  before.  His- 
tories will  be  re-written,  and  new  ideas  obtained  of  the 
noble  and  worthy  men  of  the  early  days.  Our  part  is 
small,  but  it  calls  for  faithfulness ;  the  way  is  narrow, 
but  it  demands  studiousness.  The  historian  and  the 
antiquary  render  a  service  to  humanity  second  to  none 
among  the  teachers  of  men.  They  survey  life  in  its 
largeness ;  they  reveal  the  motives  that  governed  the 
leaders  in  the  former  days ;  they  marshal  great  occa- 
sions, and  so  are  able  to  outline  the  fresher  duties  of 
each  oncoming  generation. 


APPENDIX 


We  give  below  a  few  extracts  from  the  Diary,  recording 
her  experiences  at  different  points  mentioned  in  the  preced- 
ing paper,  which  will  give  the  reader  an  idea  of  Madam 
Knight's  graphic  descriptions  :  — 

A 

"Tuesday,  October  ye  third  about  8  in  the  morning,  I  with  the 
Post  proceeded  forward  without  observing  anything  remarkable.  And 
about  two,  afternoon,  arrived  at  the  Post's  second  stage,  where  the 
western  Post  met  him  and  exchanged  Letters.  Here  having  called  for 
something  to  eat,  ye  woman  brot  in  a  Twisted  thing  like  a  cable,  but 
something  whiter,  and  laying  it  on  the  bord,  tugg'd  for  life  to  bring 
it  into  a  capacity  to  spread,  wch  having  wth  great  pains  accomplished 
shee  serv'd  in  a  dish  of  Pork  and  Cabage,  I  suppose  the  remains  of 
Dinner.  The  sause  was  of  a  deep  Purple,  wch  I  tho't  was  boil'd  in  her 
dye  Kettle,  the  bread  was  Indian,  and  every  thing  on  the  Table  ser- 
vice, agreeable  to  these.  I  being  hungry  gott  a  little  down,  but  my 
stomach  was  soon  cloy'd,  and  what  cabbage  I  swalled  served  me  for  a 
Cudd  the  whole  day  after."

"Deer  6  [1704].  Being  by  this  time  well  Recruited  and  rested 
after  my  journey,  my  business  lying  unfinished  by  some  concerns  at 
New  York  depending  thereupon,  my  Kinsman,  Mr.  Thomas  Trow- 
bridge of  New  Haven,  must  needs  take  a  Journey  there  before  it  could 
be  accomplished.  I  resolved  to  go  there  in  company  wth  him,  and  a 
man  of  the  town  wch  I  engaged  to  wait  on  me  there.  Accordingly, 
Deer  6,  we  set  out  from  New  Haven,  and  about  1 1  same  morning  came 
to  Stratford  ferry,  wch  crossing,  about  two  miles  on  the  other  side 
Baited  our  horses  and  would  have  eat  a  morsell  ourselves,  But  the 
Pumpkin  and  Indian  mizt  Bred  had  such  an  Aspect,  and  the  Bare- 
legg'd  Punch  so  awkerd  or  rather  Awf uU  a  sound,  that  we  left  both  and 
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proceeded  forward,  and  about  seven  at  night  come  to  Fairfield,  where 
we  met  with  good  entertainment  and  Lodg'd  ;  and  early  next  morning 
set  forward  to  Norrwalk,  from  its  halfe  Indian  name  North-walk,  when 
about  1 2  at  noon  we  arrived,  and  Had  a  Dinner  of  Fryed  Venison,  very 
savoury.  Landlady  wanting  some  pepper  in  the  seasoning,  bid  the 
Girl  hand  her  the  spice  in  the  little  Tay  cupp  on  ye  shelfe.  From 
hence  we  Hasted  towards  Rye,  walking  and  Leading  our  Horses  near 
a  mile  together  up  a  prodigious  high  Hill,  and  so  Riding  till  about  nine 
at  night,  and  there  arrived  and  took  up  our  Lodgins  at  an  Ordinary, 
wch  a  French  family  kept.  Here  being  very  hungry,  I  desired  a  frigasse, 
w«h  the  Frenchman  undertaking,  mannaged  so  contrary  to  my  notion  of 
Cookery,  that  I  hastned  to  Bed  supperless.  And  being  shewed  the  way 
up  a  pair  of  stairs  wch  had  such  a  narrow  passage  that  I  had  almost 
stopt  by  the  Bulk  of  my  Body ;  But  arriving  at  my  apartment  found  it 
to  be  a  little  Leanto  Chamber  fumisht  amongst  other  Rublnsh  with 
a  High  Bedd,  and  a  Low  one,  a  Long  Table,  a  Bench  and  a  Bottomless 
Chair.  Little  Miss  went  to  scratch  up  my  Kennell  wch  Russelled  as 
if  shee'd  been  in  the  Bam  amongst  the  Husks,  and  supose  such  was 
the  contents  of  the  ticking,  never  the  less  being  exceeding  weary,  down 
I  laid  my  poor  carkes  (never  more  tired)  and  found  my  Covering  as 
scanty  as  my  Bed  was  hard.  Anon  I  heard  another  Russelling  noise  in  yc 
Room,  called  to  know  the  matter.  Lattle  Miss  said  shee  was  making 
a  bed  for  the  men,  who  when  they  were  in  Bed,  complained  their  leggs 
lay  out  of  it  by  reason  of  its  shortness;  my  poor  bones  complained 
bitterly  not  being  used  to  such  Lodgings,  and  so  did  the  man  who  was 
with  us,  and  poor  I  made  but  one  Grone,  which  was  from  the  time  I 
went  to  bed  to  the  time  I  Riss,  which  was  about  three  in  the  morning, 
setting  up  by  the  Fire  till  Light,  and  having  discharged  our  Ordinary 
wch  was  as  dear  as  if  we  had  had  better  fare,  we  took  our  leave  of  Mon- 
sier,  and  about  seven  in  the  mom  came  to  New  Rochell,  a  french  town 
where  we  had  a  good  Breakfast.  And  in  the  strength  of  that,  about 
an  how'r  before  sunsett  got  to  York.  Here  I  applyd  myself  to  Mr. 
Burroughs,  to  whom  I  was  recommended  by  my  kinsman  Capt.  Prout, 
and  received  with  great  Civilities  from  him  and  his  spouse,  who  were 
both  Deaf  but  very  agreeable  in  their  Conversation."

"The  Cittie  of  New  York  is  a  pleasant,  well  compacted  place, 
situated  on  a  Commodins  River,  wch  is  a  fine  harbour  for  shipping. 
The  Buildings  Brick  Generally,  very  stately  and  high,  though  not  alto- 
gether like  ours  in  Boston 

"  Their  Diversions  in  the  Winter  is  Riding  Sleys  about  three  or  four 
Miles  out  of  Town  where  they  have  Houses  of  entertainment  at  a  place 
called  the  Bowery,  and  some  go  to  friends  Houses  who  handsomely 
treat  them.  Mr.  Borroughs  carr'd  his  spouse  and  Daughter  and  my- 
self out  to  one  Madam  Dowes,  a  Gentle  woman,  that  lived  at  a  farm 
House,  who  gave  us  a  handsome  Entertainment  of  five  or  six  Dishes, 
and  choice  Beer  and  metheglin.  Cyder,  &c.,  all  which  she  said  was  the 
produce  of  her  farm.  I  believe  we  matt  50  or  60  slays  that  day ;  they 
fly  with  great  swiftness  and  some  are  so  furious  that  they'le  turn  out  of 
the  path  for  none  except  a  Loaden  Cart.  Nor  do  they  spare  any  diver- 
sion the  place  affords,  and  sociable  to  a  degree,  they'r  Tables  being  as 
free  to  their  Neighbours  as  to  them  selves 

"Having  here  transacted  the  affair  I  went  upon  and  some  other 
that  fell  in  the  way,  after  about  a  fortnight's  stay  there  I  left  New  York 
with  no  little  regret,  and  Thursday  Dec.  21,  set  out  for  New  Haven 
wth  my  Kinsman  Trowbridge,  and  the  man  that  waited  on  me,  about 
one,  afternoon,  aud  about  three  come  to  half-way  house  about  ten 
miles  out  of  town,  where  we  Baited  and  went  forward,  and  about  5 
come  to  Spiting  Devil,  Else  King's  Bridge,  where  we  pay  three  pence 
for  passing  over  with  a  horse,  which  the  man  that  keeps  the  Gate  set 
up  at  the  end  of  the  Bridge  receives 

"Jan.  6th  [1704-05].  Being  now  well  Recniited  and  fitt  for  busi- 
ness I  discoursed  the  persons  I  was  concerned  with,  that  we  might 
finish  in  order  to  my  return  to  Boston.  They  delayd  as  they  had 
hitherto  done  hoping  to  tire  my  patience.  But  I  was  resolute  to  stay 
and  see  an  End  of  the  matter  let  it  be  never  so  much  to  my  disadvan- 
tage. So  January  9th  they  come  again  and  promise  the  Wednesday 
following  to  go  through  with  the  distribution  of  the  Estate  which  they 
delayed  till  Thursday  and  then  come  with  new  amusements.  But  at 
length  by  the  mediation  of  that  holy  good  Gentleman,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
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James  Pierpont,  the  minister  of  New  Haven,  and  with  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  other  our  Good  friends,  we  come  to  an  accommodation 
and  distribution  which  having  finished  though  not  to  February,  the 
man  that  wsuted  on  me  to  New  York  taking  charge  of  me  I  set  out  for 
Boston." 

It  would  appear  that  the  settlement  of  what  may  be  called  the 
Trowbridge  estate,  though  through  the  intricacies  of  family  relationships 
and  undivided  inheritances  it  involved  estates  under  several  family 
names,  was  most  difficult  to  bring  to  a  conclusion.  But  Madam  Knight 
was  thoroughly  versed  in  the  laws  of  inheritance  and  the  transfer  of 
properties,  and  her  New  Haven  kinsmen  found  in  her  a  woman  of 
rare  skill  and  acumen.  She  was  not  to  be  cajoled  by  "amusements" 
nor  entertainments,  but  with  her  own  counsels,  and  the  intercession  of 
the  minister  of  the  town,  brought  her  affairs  to  an  end.

"  We  went  from  New  Haven  upon  the  ice  (the  ferry  being  not 
passable  thereby),  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pierpont  mth  Madam  Prout, 
Cusin  Trowbridge  and  divers  others  were  taking  leave.  Wee  went  on- 
ward  without  any-thing  Remarkable  till  wee  come  to  New  London 
and  Lodged  again  at  Mr.  Saltonstalls,  and  here  I  dismist  my  Guide, 
and  my  Generos  entertainer  provided  me  Mr.  Samuel  Rogers  of  that 
place  to  go  home  with  me.  I  stayed  a  day  longer  than  I  intended  by 
the  Commands  of  the  Honble  Governor  Winthrop  to  stay  and  take  Sup- 
per with  him  whose  wonderful  civility  I  may  not  omitt.  The  next 
morning  I  Crossed  ye  Ferry  to  Groton,  having  had  the  Honor  of  the 
Company  of  Madam  Livingston  (who  is  the  Governors  Daughter),  and 
Mary  Christophers  and  divers  others  to  the  boat.  And  that  night 
Lodgd  at  Stonington  and  had  Rost  Beef  and  pumpkin  sause  for  sup- 
per. The  next  night  at  Haven's  and  had  Rost  fowle  —  and  the  day 
we  come  to  a  river  which  by  Reason  of  ye  Freshetts  coming  down  so 
swelH  so  high  wee  feard  it  impassable  and  the  rapid  stream  was  very 
terryfying.     However  we  must  go  over  and  that  in  a  small  Cannoo."

fHIS  list  of  subscribers  to  a  map  of  New 
England  of  which  little  is  known  is  of 
great  interest.  The  following  introduction 
is  furnished  by  one  of  our  members,  Mr. 

W.  K.  Watkins,  from    the   pages    of   the   Independent 

Chronicle,  and  other  sources  :  — 

17  Feb.,  1785:  "Subscriptions  are  taken  by  all  the  Booksellers 
in  Boston,  Deacon  Jones  (Daniel)  in  State  Street ;  the  ministers  in 
several  parishes;  also  at  the  office  of  Norman  and  Coles,  the  Pub- 
lishers, in  Marshall's  Lane  near  the  Boston  Stone." 

The  scale  of  the  map,  one  inch  to  five  miles,  made  a  map  nearly  six 
feet  square  which  on  31  March  was  announced  as  being  completed  as 
to  the  engraving  and  committed  to  the  press  and  would  be  ready  for 
delivery  in  ten  days.  Subscription  papers  were  to  be  sent  in  to  the 
Post  Office  near  the  town  house  and  the  "  Map  office "  in  Marshall's 
Lane,  formerly  the  office  of  the  Boston  Maga2dne, 

14  April  it  was  announced  "as  this  day  published  the  great  New 
Map  of  the  sea  coast  and  the  interior  parts  of  the  four  New  England 
States." 
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17  May:  "  The  New  Map  of  the  four  Eastern  States  of  America" 
was  advertised  as  being  delivered  to  subscribers  at  the  Map  Office.  It 
had  been  carefully  compared  with  Major  Holland's  ;surveys,  and  the 
American  Atlas,  by  "  John  Leach,  Surveyor  and  Teacher  of  the  Math- 
ematics." 

From  this  information  we  can  say  that  the  map  was  drawn  by  John 
Leach,  who  had  a  navigation  school  in  North  Latin  School  (North 
Bennett)  Street.  It  was  engraved  by  John  Norman,  the  engraver,  on 
his  severing  his  connection  with  the  Boston  Magazine.  Associated 
with  Norman  as  publisher  was  John  Coles,  the  painter  of  heraldic  fame. 

In  1794  there  was  published  in  London,  by  Laurie  &  Whittle,  a 
map  of  the  same  territory  on  about  the  same  scale. 

An  interesting  letter  to  the  publishers  of  the  map  by  Rev.  Jeremy 
Belknap  is  to  be  found  in  the  manuscript  collections  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society.  The  subscribers  included  not  only  the  names 
of  Hancock,  Lafayette,  Knox,  Bowdoin,  Samuel  Adams,  James  Sulli- 
van, Benjamin  Lincoln,  John  Brooks,  and  Robert  Treat  Paine,  but 
many  others  prominent  at  that  time. 

The  map  is  not  credited  to  Norman  in  the  list  of  works  engraved  by 
him.  The  only  copy  I  have  discovered  so  far  is  at  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society,  Worcester.
